Dear  Sir: — Having  been  directed  by  resolution  "to 
take  such  action  as  will  compel  the  West  Chester  and 
Philadelphia  Railroad  to  build  a  suitable  bridge  over  their 
road  at  the  point  where  the  Darby  road  or  Woodland 
street  crosses  said  road,"  I  have  communicated  with  the 
officers  of  the  road,  and  have  had  several  interviews  with 
them,  in  order  to  arrive  at  an  equitable  arrangement  as  to 
the  division  of  the  cost  of  such  a  structure. 

The  bridge  which  was  originally  built  for  the  old  road 
of  fifty  feet  width,  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  and  lengthened, 
as  Woodland  street  is  now  widened  to  eighty  feet.  The 
Railroad  Company  will  agree  to  pay  $2,500  towards  re- 
building the  bridge  ;  $10,000  being  the  estimated  cost  of 
an  iron  bridge  suitable  for  the  place. 

The  old  abutments  are  not  adapted  to  the  new  conditions, 
either  as  to  location  or  strength,  and  would  have  to  be 
rebuilt. 

The  street  has  been  paved  to  the  full  width  on  both 
sides  of  the  railroad,  and  the  present  bridge  being  too 
narrow,  makes  an  offset  which  is  unsightly  and  dangerous. 

It  is,  therefore,  important  that  measures  should  be  taken 
to  have  the  bridge  rebuilt  as  soon  as  practicable.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  examined  the  claim  of  G.  W.  Mooney 
for  additional  items,  which  he  considers  should  be  allowed 
for  in  the  construction  of  the  East  Cohocksink  creek  sewer. 
This  matter  was  before  me  as  Chief  Engineer  andSurveyor, 
and  such  allowances  as  I  deemed  strictly  within  my  au- 
thority were  made,  and  those  now  submitted  rejected;  some, 
because  1  did  not  think  the  charge  proper,  and  others,  be- 
cause it  was  not  within  my  official  authority. 

So  much  of  his  claim  in  No.  1  as  refers  to  a  change  in 
character  of  arch,  from  stone  to  brick,  I  believe  not  to  be  a 
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proper  one,  as  it  was  done  under  a  special  agreement  with 
me,  of  which  Mr.  Miller  and  Mr.  Bardsley,  both  then  of  the 
Survey  Committee,  were  cognizant.  No.  4  I  would  not 
allow,  as  the  specification  covers  the  item  of  curbing  and 
paving  expressly. 

But  those  claims  referring  to  the  flume,  repairs  from 
freshets,  and  cleaning  out  the  washings  of  filth  from  old 
sewers,  amounting  in  all  to  $14,108.03,  I  should  have 
allowed  him,  if  I  had  been  clothed  with  authority.  His 
work  was  attended  with  unusual  difficulties  which  could 
not  be  foreseen,  and  from  his  attention  (i.  e.,  Mr.  Dutton's) 
and  watchfulness,  1  am  satisfied  he  will  not  be  more  than 
remunerated  should  you  grant  him  this  further  allowance.

dice of  the  health  of  the  occupants. 

The  subject  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors,  who  designate  Wood  street  as  the  most  prac- 
ticable and  shortest  route  for  intercepting  the  drainage. 
They  recommend  the  construction  of  a  circular  brick  sewer, 
five  feet  inside  diameter,  on  Wood  street,  from  the  sewer  at 
Twenty-first  and  Wood  streets  eastward  to  Seventeenth 
street,  passing  under  the  sewer  on  Nineteenth  street,  and 
connecting  with  the  three  feet  sewer  on  Eighteenth  street 
and  the  three  feet  sewer  on  Seventeenth  street.  Length  of 
sewer  recommended  1,950  feet.  Although  the  estimated  cost 
is  $25,000,  we  consider  that  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
citizens  demand  that  the  sewer  should  be  built,  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  Ordinance.

Gentlemen: — I  return  without  my  approval  the  hill 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  a 
claim  arising  out  of  the  construction  of  the  East  Cohock- 
sink  sewer." 

Proposals  for  constructing  the  sewer  in  question  were 
advertised  for  in  several  of  the  newspapers  of  the  City, 
and  all  persons  desiring  to  bid,  were  invited  to  examine 
the  plans  and  specifieations  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  It  is  fair  to  presume  that  all  who  submitted 
bids  examined  the  specifications,  and  obtained  therefrom 
as  much  information  in  regard  to  the  work,  and  the  diffi- 
culties they  would  have  to  contend  with  during  its  progress, 
as  is  generally  obtained  for  work  of  a  like  character.  On 
work  of  this  kind  it  is  well  understood  by  contractors,  that 
there  are  many  risks,  and  if  I  mistake  not  it  was  a  con- 
dition of  this  contract,  that  the  contractor  was  to  take  these 
risks,  and  of  course  in  making  his  estimate  for  the  work, 
due  allowance  must  have  been  made  lor  any  loss  that 
might  occur  from  flood  or  otherwise.  The  bids  for  the 
construction  of  this  sewer  were  made  by  items.  Stone  per 
perch,  brick  per  thousand,  excavation  per  yard,  and  the 
prices  at  which  the  contract  was  awarded  seem  to  have 
been  liberal.  The  aggregate  cost  of  the  whole  work  at 
these  prices  (based  upon  the  proportion  of  each  kind  of 
material  as  given  by  the  Chief  Engineer),  was  to  have  been 
eighty-one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  amount 
already  paid  to  the  eontractor  is  more  than  double  that 
sum,  and  this  large  exeess  must  have  gone  to  pay  lor  work 
that  was  caused  by  unforseen  circumstances.  It  is  among 
other  things  alleged  by  the  contractor,  that  he  sustained 
considerable  loss  by  reason  :>f  the  filth  and  dirt  washing 
out  of  the  Front  street  eulvert  into  the  flume  constructed 
by  him.  The  Front  street  culvert  was  at  a  large  eost  to 
the  City  cleansed,  before  work  near  that  point  was  com- 
menced on  the  line  of  the  creek ;   hence,  the  dirt  ami  filth 
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found  in  the  flume  could  have  been  nothing  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  sediment  found  in  large  culverts.  I  have 
not  heard  anything  to  satisfy  me  that  the  contractor  has,  by 
reason  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  authorities  of  the 
City,  sustained,  any  loss  by  which  he  may  reasonably 
demand  compensation. 

Contractors  should  be  given  to  understand  that  they  will 
be  held  to  the  agreement  they  make  with  the  City,  and  that 
the  City  will  honorably  discharge  all  just  demands  made 
upon  the  Treasury,  and  nothing  more.  For  these  reasons  I 
return  the  bill  for  reconsideration.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  constrained  by  a  sense  of  duty  to 
the  City,  as  well  as  to  myself,  to  advise  you  of  a  decision  of 
Judge  Finletter,  rendered  during  my  absence  abroad  upon 
professional  business,  which  practically  repeals  an  Ordi- 
nance of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  wisely  passed,  as  was 
thought,  to  secure  her  in  the  event  of  a  bidder  declining  to 
perform  work  or  furnish  materials,  according  to  his  bid. 

On  May  30th,  1872,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways advertised  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  sixty- 
four  separate  sewers.  That  advertisement  stated  that  each 
proposal  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  that  a  bond 
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had  been  filed  in  the  Law  Department  as  directed  by  Ordi- 
nance of  May  25th,  I860.  That  Ordinance  enacted  that 
no  bid  should  be  considered,  unless  the  City  Solicitor 
should  certify  that  the  bidder  had  entered  security  in  the 
sum  of  $500,  conditioned  that  if  his  bid  was  the  lowest, 
and  he  should  decline  to  do  said  work,  that  he  would  pay 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of  his  bid  and  the  bid 
of  him  who  should  actually  perform  said  work.  On  sub- 
mission of  the  matter  to  me,  I  instructed  my  assistant,  that 
as  eacli  sewer  was  a  separate  and  distinct  piece  of  work, 
which  could  be  accepted  or  declined  by  the  bidder,  at  his 
option,  the  City  would  be  unprotected  against  a  combina- 
tion amongst  the  contractors,  unless  the  bidder  bound  him- 
self in  the  sum  of  $500,  according  to  law,  to  construct 
each  sewer  which  might  be  awarded  to  him  ;  and  in  this 
opinion  I  was  sustained  by  the  gentleman  who  drafted  the 
Ordinance,  and  such  has  been  the  uniform  construction  of 
the  Ordinance  by  the  Law  Department,  since  the  adminis- 
tration of  Charles  E.  Lex,  Esq.,  in  which  it  was  passed.  In 
fact  I  am  now  suing  out  bonds  against  persons  who  failed 
to  accept  contracts  awarded  them  by  the  Board  of  Health 
for  street  cleaning,  from  whom  the  City  might  not  recover 
a  penny,  had  not  I  required  the  bidder  to  file  a  separate 
bond  for  each  district  for  which  he  was  a  bidder. 

When  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  opened  the 
bids,  he  received  one  from  B.  F.  Dutton  for  each  sewer,  but 
with  a  certificate  from  my  department  that  he  had  filed 
bonds  covering  the  construction  of  only  two  of  them. 
Upon  this  being  brought  to  my  notice,  I  advised  the 
Commissioner  that  if  your  Ordinance  was  obeyed  by  him, 
such  bids  as  were  for  sewers,  for  which  no  security  had 
been  entered,  should  not  be  considered  by  him;  but  to 
avoid  the  effect  of  my  advice,  Ordinances  were  introduced 
into  your  bodies  on  June  6th,  1S72,  commanding  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  award  the  contracts  to  B. 
F.  Dutton,  notwithstanding  his  failure  to  enter  security, 
which  Ordinances  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Law 
of  Select  Council  (largely  composed  of  the  lawyers  of  that 
chamber),  who,  upon  a  consideration  of  the  subject,  unani- 
mously sustained  my  view,  as  will  be  seen  by  their  report 
in  the  appendix  to  the  Journal  of  Select  Council,  No.  270, 
page  299. 
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Upon  this,  Mr.  Dutton  filed  a  bill  in  equity,  confessing 
that  lie  had  filed  no  bond  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewers  for  which  lie  was  the  lowest  bidder  ;  and,  yet,  in 
contravention  of  the  Ordinance,  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  has  been  enjoined  from  entering  into  any 
contract,  except  with  Dutton,  for  these  sewers.  The  effect 
of  this  opinion  of  the  court  is  that  any  person  who  is  the 
lowest  bidder,  may  elect  to  claim  the  contract  awarded  to 
him,  or  decline  the  same,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  tax- 
payers are  without  remedy,  if  no  bond  has  been  filed;  thus 
the  very  and  only  purpose  of  the  Ordinance  of  i860,  is 
defeated.  This  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  case  before 
you.  Mr.  Dutton  claims  to  be  the  lowest  bidder  on 
twenty-three  sewers,  to  guarantee  the  construction  of 
which  he  had  filed  no  bond  ;  the  difference  between  his 
and  the  next  lowest  bidder  was  not  $200  on  each  sewer, 
being  on  the  whole  of  them,  $3,588.  If,  therefore,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  had  awarded  them  to  Mr.  Dutton,  he 
could  have  deelined  to  construct  them,  first  arranging  to 
divide  the  difference  in  price  with  the  next  highest  bid- 
der; thus  making  $1,794  for  himself,  a  similar  amount  for 
his  confederate,  and  imposing  an  additional  cost  of  $3,588 
on  the  tax-payers.  But,  if  he  had  been  required  to  file  a 
bond  for  each  separate  and  distinct  pieee  of  work,  such  a 
combination  could  not  exist. 

I  propose  to  conduct  the  case  regularly  until  there  is  an 
adjudication  of  the  subject  by  the  court  in  banc,  or  if 
your  bodies  are  satisfied  with  the  construction  of  Judge 
Finletter,  it  would  be  as  well  to  repeal  the  Ordinance,  as  it 
is  useless  as  now  construed. 

I  might  close  here,  but  as  the  opinion  of  the  judge  refers 
to  fees  charged  for  drawing  proposal  bonds,  1  deem  it 
better  to  advert  to  this  subject.  On  the  16th  day  of  June 
last,  I  addressed  the  Committee  on  Law  of  Select  Council 
a  letter  in  the  following  words  [which  teas  read  upon  the 
argument  before  Judge  Finletter): — 

"I  have  just  learned  that  an  Ordinance  will  be  con- 
"  sidered  by  your  Committee  to-day,  authorizing  contracts 
"  to  be  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  certain  culverts 
"  without  requiring  the  bidders  to  file  a  proposal  bond  in 
"the  sum  of  $500  for  each  sewer,  conditioned  'that  if  his 
"  bid  is  the  lowest  and    he  shall    decline   to  do    the   said 
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"  work,  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  the  difference  between  the 
"  amount  of  his  bid  and  the  bid  of  him  who  shall  actually 
"  perform  said  work.'  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
"  the  preamble  to  the  Ordinance  of  May  25th,  1860, 
''which  was  enacted  to  protect  the  City  against  the 
"  unlawful  combinations  of  contractors,  and  which,  I  am 
"informed,  has  worked  to  the  advantage  of  the  City. 
"If,  bv  the  Ordinance  now  before  you,  you  permit  one 
"contractor  to  bid  for  the  construction  of  sixty-four 
"  sewers,  and  to  enter  security  only  in  the  sum  of  $500 
"  for  the  whole  number,  you  enable  him  to  select  such  of 
"  the  sewers  as  may  prove  profitable,  and  decline  con- 
structing the  others,  upon  the  payment  of  this  small 
"  amount.  It  is  even  wrorse  to  permit  the  contractor  to 
"  file  a  bond  for  one  or  two  sewers,  and  then  bid  for  the 
"  whole  sixty-four. 

"As  the  fee  collected  in  this  office  for  preparing  pro- 
"  posal  bonds  has  been  made  the  excuse  for  seeking  a 
"repeal  oi  the  Ordinance  of  May  25th,  1860,  I  desire  to 
"say  that  no  charge  has  ever  been  exacted  for  this  service, 
"  but  it  lias  always  been  the  custom  of  the  office  under 
"  my  predecessors,  since  1860,  to  prepare  these  bonds,  for 
"  such  compensation  as  the  person  entering  them  thought 
"  proper  to  pay,  and  in  no  case  since  the  commencement  of 
"my  administration  has  it  exceeded  $2. 

"It  would  be  a  relief  to  the  already  overworked  em- 
"  ployees  of  this  department  if  contractors  would  employ 
"  their  own  counsel  to  prepare  these  bonds,  and  I  shall  be 
"  glad  if  such  a  course  should  result  from  the  consideration 
"of  this  subject,  as  I  am  no  more  required  to  prepare  them 
"  than  I  am  to  draft  the  proposals.  But  I  deem  it  a 
"matter  of  very  serious  importance  to  the  tax-payers  of 
"  Philadelphia,  that  contractors  should  be  held  to  a  strict 
"  compliance  with  existing  Ordinances,  and  as  far  as  my 
"  department  is  concerned,  I  intend  to  see  that  they  are 
"  so  held  " 

All  of  my  predecessors,  since  the  incumbency  of  Charles 
E.  Lex,  Esq.,  were  of  opinion  that  it  was  no  part  of  the 
City  Solicitor's  duty  to  prepare  these  bonds,  and  the  uni- 
form practice  under  all  of  them  was  to  charge  a  fee  for  their 
preparation,  which  fact  can  be  attested  by  lion.  F.  C. 
Brewster,  Judge  Lynd,  Judge  Mitchell,  Thomas  J.  Worrell, 
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Esq.,  Thomas  J.  Barker,  Esq.,  David  "W.  Sellers,  Esq.,  Simon 
Gratz,  Esq.,  E.  K.  Nicholls,  Esq.,  and  A.  Atwood  Grace, 

Esq.  In  fact  the  learned  Judge  himself,  who  held  the 
office  of  Assistant  City  Solicitor  until  I  was  appointed  in 
his  stead,  charged  $5  for  the  preparation  of  all  bonds  in 
his  department,  this  being  the  custom  of  his  predecessors, 
and  he  doubtless  believing  he  had  a  right  to  charge  for 
services  rendered  which  were  not  included  amongst  his 
official  duties. 

The  Ordinance  of  August  22d,  1854,  establishing  the 
Law  Department  ordains  that  "  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Solicitor  to  prepare  all  bonds,  obligations,  &c,  which 
may  be  required  of  him,  by  any  Ordinance,"  but  the  Ordi- 
nance of  1860  does  not  require  of  me  to  draw  proposal 
bonds;  it  requires  of  the  bidder  to  file  them,  and  of  me  to 
give  a  certificate  of  that  fact.  The  bidder  has  an 
undoubted  right  to  employ  any  attorney  or  conveyancer 
to  draw  them,  and  they  would  be  as  willingly  approved  as 
if  drawn  by  an  attorney  connected  with  my  department, 
and  frequently  this  course  has  been  adopted  by  contrac- 
tors to  the  great  relief  of  the  office.  And  unless  it  be 
contended  that  the  Ordinance  contemplated  that  the 
Solicitor  should  draft  the  papers  of  contractors  on  the 
asking,  without  charge,  I  conceive  the  right  to  charge  is 
as  clear  as  it  would  be  for  any  service  asked  of  myself, 
outside  of  my  official  duty.  In  fact  your  bodies  have 
formally  recognized  this  right  by  the  Ordinance  of  July 
5th,  1870,  the  3d  section  of  which  is  in  these  words 
"  The  costs  an^l  charges  for  preparing  said  contract,  bond  and 
warrant,  searches,  stamps,  entering  satisfaction,  and  all 
other  expenses  incident  thereto,  shall  be  paid  by  said  con- 
tractor or  contractors." 

The  matters  contained  in  the  Judge's  opinion,  which  are 
entirely  personal  to  myself,  I  do  not  propose  now  to  discuss, 
but  I  hope  your  bodies  will  appreciate  the  importance  of 
so  legislating  as  to  prevent  contractors  in  the  future, 
taking  advantage  of  the  opinion  of  the  court,  to  perpetrate 
a  fraud  upon  the  tax-payers,  by  combinations  which  up 
to  this  time  the  Ordinance  of  1800  has  successfully 
prevented.

"  able  security  received  by  him,  or  which  may  be  in  his  pos- 
session or  under  his  control  by  virtue  of  his  office,  he  shall 
"be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  on  conviction,  be 
"  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 
"and  undergo  an  imprisonment  by  separate  or  solitary  con- 
"finement  at  labor  not  exceeding  five  years;  and  if  still  in 
"office,  be  adjudged  thereafter  incapable  of  exercising  the 
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"  same,  nnd  the  said  office  shall  be  forthwith  declared  vacant 
"  b}r  the  Court  passing  the  sentence."  Section  63  of  the 
same  Act  provides,  "If  any  officer  shall  enter  into  any 
"contract  or  agreement  with  any  Bank,  Corporation,  or 
"individual,  or  association  of  individuals,  by  which  said 
"officer  is  to  derive  any  benefit,  gain  or  advantage  from  the

"  the  Court  passing  sentence;"  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  October  3d, 
1854,  Section  9,  which  provides,  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
"the  Register  to  make  assessments  of  water  rents  in  manu- 
"  facturing  and  other  large  establishments  where  large  quan- 
tities are  used,  to  receive  all  water  rents,  and  make  return 
"in  writing,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  of  the  amount  col- 
"  lected  to  the  Controller,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  City 
"Treasurer  daily."  In  this  respect  he  has  not  made  the 
daily  returns  and  daily  payments  which  they  require.  lie 
has  at  times  made  returns  at  much  longer  intervals,  setting 
forth  deposits  which  are  in  such  returns  alleged  to  have 
been  made  with  the  City  Treasurer;  but  the  Committee 
have  reason  to  believe  that  many  of  the  deposits  stated  in 
those  returns  were  never  made  at  the  times  stated. 

Second.  That  Mr.  Keyser  has  not  only  neglected  the  pro- 
visions just  referred  to;  he  has  been  doing  the  very  thing 
for  the  prevention  of  which  these  provisions  were  enacted. 
Instead  of  depositing  the  large  amounts  of  money  received 
each  day  at  his  office  with  the  City  Treasurer,  he  has 
deposited  them  in  a  Bank  of  his  own  selection,  with  his 
own  money,  in  one  account. 

Third.  He  has  used  his  own  money  and  the  City's  money, 
indiscriminately,  for  his  own  purposes,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
City;  loaning  them,  using  them  for  other  purposes,  making 
profit,  as  the  Committee  believe,  by  their  use,  and  applying 
these  profits  to  his  own  use. 
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Your  honorable  body  will  perceive  there  are  three  charges, 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  your  Committee  to  investigate,  and 
they  propose  to  take  up  each  one  separately. 

The  first  charge  your  Committee  are  satisfied  has  been 
sustained,  and  up  to  the  time  the  charge  was  preferred  Mr. 
Keyser  did  not  make  the  daily  returns  under  oath  as  pro- 
vided by  Ordinance  referred  to  ;  neither  did  he  pay  the 
money  received  in  his  office  to  the  City  Treasurer  daily,  as 
required  by  Ordinance;  but,  to  the  contrary,  the  Committee 
ascertained  from  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  City 
Controller,  that  large  sums  of  money  were  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Keyser  contrary  to  the  Ordinances  of  Councils;  but 
since  the  loth  of  February,  1872.  the  returns  and  money 
have  been  made  daily  to  the  Controller  and  City  Treasurer. 

To  the  second  charge  your  committee  are  satisfied,  from 
the  evidence,  that  Mr.  Keyser  has  deposited  moneys  received 
from  the  department  in  a  bank  of  his  own  selection,  prior 
to  the  15th  of  February,  1872,  but  since  that  time  the 
money  has  been  regularly  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  as 
above  set  forth,  daily. 

As  to  the  third  charge,  That  Mr.  Keyser  has  used  both 
his  own  and  the  City  money  indiscriminately  for  his  own 
purposes,  loaning  them  &c,  your  committee  would  state, 
that  they  subpceued  the  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  Bank 
and  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company  to  produce  their  books 
and  accounts,  wherein  the  name  of  George  F.  Keyser  ap- 
peared. The  committee  decided  to  heaP  all  testimony,  but 
the  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  Bank  positively  refused 
to  produce  their  books  and  accounts,  and  that  the  officers 
of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Safety  and  Deposit  Company  had 
their  books  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  the  sub- 
poena of  Councils,  but  would  not  submit  them  unless  ordered 
by  the  committee  or  councils,  and,  on  consultation,  the  com- 
mittee were  of  the  opinion  that  they  had  not  the  power  to 
order  the  books  opened,  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Brown  testified 
that  they  had  no  account  there  except  G.  F.  Keyser  indi- 
vidually, but  as  the  books  were  there  the  committee  were 
of  "the  opinion  that  the  responsibility  rested  with  the  officers 
of  the  institution,  but  in  connection  with  this  charge,  Mr. 
Keyser  has  answered  under  oath,  that  he  has  never  loaned 
an)'  of  the  public  money  to  any  person,  with  or  without  in- 
terest.    Alter  every  effort  had  been  made  by  the  commitee 
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through  the  only  power  in  their  possession  (a  subpoena 
signed  by  the  mayor  of  the  City),  calling  upon  every  per- 
son and  persons,  as  well  as  corporations,  so  far  as  we  could 
ascertain,  wherein  the  name  of  G.  F.  Keyser  appeared  to 
produce  the  books  and  officers  connected  therewith,  have 
failed  to  have  sufficient  testimony  submitted  to  them  to 
substantiate  this  charge. 

We  respectfully  submit  the  above  report,  together  with 
the  answer  of  Mr.  Keyser,  to  Councils  and  offer  the  follow- 
ing Resolution  and  ask  its  adoption.

RESOLUTION 

To  discharge  the  Keyser  Investigating  Committee  from  the  further  consider- 
ation of  the  subject. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  C ■uncih  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  charges  of  the  Municipal  Reform  Associ- 
ation against  George  F.  Keyser,  Register  of  the  Water 
Department,  be  and  they  are  hereby  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 


A  petition  emanating  from  the  "  Citizens'  Municipal  Re- 
form Association,"  was  in  April  last,  by  order  of  certain 
persons  styled  a  "  Committee  on  Abuses,"  presented  to  both 
branches  of  Council,  charging  me  as  Register  of  the  Water 
Department  with  malfeasance  in  office,  and  requesting  an 
investigation  of  the  charges  therein  contained.  This  Com- 
mittee having  been  appointed  in  pursuance  of  said  petition, 
I  have  in  compliance  with  notice,  attended  its  various 
meetings,  and  have  heard,  without  volunteering  a  personal 
statement,  the  evidence  adduced  to  substantiate  the  said 
charges,  and  although  I  have  purposely  abstained  from  any 
expressions,  either  explanatory,  exonerative  or  defensive, 
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it  is  attributable  to  no  disposition  to  discourage  or  em- 
barm  ss  the  most  thorough  and  searching  examination. 

I  deeply  realized  that  I  had  been  accused  of  acts  of  com- 
mission and  omission,  impeaching  my  integrity  and  amount- 
ing to  misdemeanors  in  office.  I  was  painfully  anxious 
to  expedite  this  investigation  and  vindicate  myself;  but 
believing  it  to  have  been  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  truth  according  to  the  well  established  rules  of 
evidence,  and  through  those  avenues  recognized^  by  law  as 
the  only  sources,  not  only  of  reliable  information,  but  of 
that  protection  due  to  innocence,  I  saw  no  reason  why  I 
should  make  my  own  case  anomalous,  by  a  departure  from 
the  regular  course  of  legal  inquiry,  and  I,  therefore,  at  the 
expense  probably  of  appearing  unnecessarily  captious,  ob- 
jected, through  my  counsel,  to  the  introduction  of  any  ir- 
regular, irrelevant  or  incompetent  testimony,  tending  only 
to  give  substance  and  significance  to  the  fugitive  informa- 
tion that  dictated  this  investigation. 

Under  no  circumstances  could  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  gratify 
an  officious  ambition,  or  contribute  encouragement  to  those 
who  predicated  their  charges  upon  idle  rumors  and  anony- 
mous communications,  by  taking  the  witness  stand  and 
submitting  to  an  examination  into  my  private  and  personal 
affairs.  But  whatever  of  my  official  acts  have  invited  sus- 
picion or  evoked  disfavor,  I  desire  this  Committee  to  inquire 
into,  and  the  public  to  know.  I  desire  to  withhold  no  in- 
formation in  reference  to  those  affairs  of  my  office,  which 
have  been  impugned  and  are  directly  involved  under  the 
offences  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  under  which 
I  have  been  arraigned.  But  the  evidence  against  me  having 
been  concluded,  I  desire  to  make  full  and  complete  answers 
to  the  specific  charges  presented  to  your  notice.  And  in 
order  that  my  statements  may  not  incur  the  risk  of  misap- 
prehension or  erroneous  construction,  I  have  reduced  them 
to  writing,  and  now  submit  them  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee. 

I  am  first  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  city  Ordinance 
passed  in  185-4,  in  neglecting  to  make  "  returns  to  the  Con- 
troller and  daily  payments  to  the  City  Treasurer."  Al- 
though prior  to  1872,  my  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were 
not  strictly  and  literally  in  accordance  with  the  rule  laid 
down  in  said  Ordinance,  yet  much  can  be  said  in  exten- 
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uation  of  the  circumstances  which  have  made  me  the 
victim  of  a  custom  which  I  did  not  inaugurate  and  am  not 
responsible  for,  and  the  observance  of  which,  though  un- 
authorized, amounted  not  to  a  crime  or  official  mal- 
feasance. 

I  was  appointed  Register  in  1807,  by  Frederick  Graft* 
Esq.  I  assumed  the  office,  and  entered  upon  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  duties,  in  accordance  with  the  customs  and 
rules  of  management  created  and  observed  by  my  pre- 
decessors. For  by  reference  to  the  official  records  from 
186*2,  which  is  as  far  back  as  there  is  any  data  to  enlighten 
the  object  of  this  inquiry,  it  is  shown  that  a  similar  custom 
prevailed.  The  former  Registers  made  their  returns  to 
the  Controller  and  Treasurer  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
I  have  done,  up  to  1872;  that  is,  a  statement  of  daily 
receipts  upon  weekly  returns,  and  in  no  one  instance  have 
they  made  daily  payments  to  the  Treasurer.  I  do  not  refer 
to  the  errors — if  such  they  be — of  those  who  preceded  me 
in  office  as  a  vindication  of  my  own  conduct,  but  only  to 
show  the  Committee  that  I  am  not  the  author  of  the  usage 
which  my  arraingers  have  endeavored  to  magnify  into  a 
misdemeanor.  You  will  see  by  the  annual  reports  of  my 
office,  that  the  collections  have  increased  from  $600,000  in 
1*07,  to  $956,000  in  1871,  or  nearly  $100,000  in  four 
years.  In  the  statement  presented  to  the  public,  from  the 
examination  of  the  records  in  the  Controller's  office  by 
this  Committee,  it  appears  as  if  large  balances  were  re- 
tained by  me;  but  to  any  one  familiar  (as  most  of  you  are) 
with  the  business  operations  of  the  "  Water  Department," 
the  utter  impossibility  of  having  the  accounts  checked  up 
and  examined  to  date,  is  apparent.  For  instance,  early  iu 
1870  and  1871,  the  business  of  the  Department  was  press- 
ing, no  additional  clerical  force  was  employed,  and  conse- 
quently it  ran  behind,  and  statements  could  not  be  made  up 
until  April,  when  the  whole  were  collated,  and  the  amount 
of  previous  months  arranged  and  returned  to  the  Con- 
troller ;  but  previously,  all  moneys  were  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer. 

The  month  of  April  cannot  be  closed  until  from  thirty 
to  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  month,  from  the 
fact  that  bills  amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars  are 
paid  into    the  office  (and   most  of  them   by   bank  checks 
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enclosed  in  envelopes  with  the  bills)  immediately  before 
or  on  the  Inst  day,  to  save  the  penalty,  and  from  the  press 
of  business  and  the  insufficient  accommodation  and  clerical 
force  of  the  office,  cannot  be  entered   until  after  that  date. 

This  will  demonstrate  why  that  month,  in  which  by  far 
the  largest  amount  is  collected,  is  not  closed  as  per  state- 
ments, and  why  the  entire  collections  were  and  are  not 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  returns  made  to  the  Con- 
troller, as  the  bills  and  checks  must  be  examined  and  com- 
pared as  entered  in  cash  books. 

During  the  months  of  October,  November  and  part  of 
December,  you  will  remember  there  was  no  City  Treasurer, 
and  consequently  no  one  to  receive  the  collections  of  the 
office,  and  with  the  knowledge  of  the  "  Finance  Committee, 
I  kept  control  of  the  accumulated  funds  until  the  present 
Treasurer  entered  into  office.  Whereupon  I  paid  to  him 
during  the  month  of  December,  one  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  leaving  a  small  balance  for  the  month  of 
eighteen  thousand  dollars,  which  was  paid  the  first  of  the 
present  year,  since  which  time  I  have  under  an  increased 
force,  made  daily  payments  to  the  City  Treasurer  and 
returns  to  the  Controller  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  other  charges  to  which  your  attention  is  invited  by 
the  petition  of  the  prosecutors,  are  of  a  more  Serious  nature, 
and  the  first  is  comprehended  in  an  Act  of  Assembly  which 
reads,  "That  if  any  of  the  Commonwealth  or  city  officers 
enter  into  any  contract  or  agreement  with  any  bank,  cor- 
poration, or  individual,  or  association  of  individuals,  by 
which  said  officer  is  to  derive  any  benefit,  gain  or  advantage 
from  the  deposit  with  such  bank,  corporation  or  individual, 
or  association,  of  any  money  or  valuable  security  held  by 
him,  or  which  may  be  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control, 
by  virtue  of  his  said  office,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor," &c. 

Although  no  evidence  has  been  produced  to  show  a  vio- 
lation of  this  statute,  and  no  attempt  of  any  kind  whatever 
made  to  prove  the  existence  of  such  contract  or  agreement 
as  is  prohibited  by  law,  and  is  the  one  indispensable  ingre- 
dient necessary  to  constitute  the  offence  contemplated  by 
the  Act  of  Assembly,  and  although  the  prosecution  have 
had  it  within  their  power  to  inquire  into  this  matter  and  as- 
certain whether  such  contract  or  agreement  ever  was  made, 
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they  have,  either  designedly  or  not,  failed  so  to  do;  and 
even  declined  to  ask  the  witnesses  brought  before  you,  and 
who  could  have  enlightened  them  upon  the  subject,  any 
questions  touching  the  subject,  depending  upon  you  to  con- 
demn me  upon  surmises  and  inferences  not  justified  by  the 
feeble  testimony,  finding  source  in  anonymous  communi- 
cations, unseen  and  unknown  books,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
recollections  of  incidental  and  cursory  interviews  in  refer- 
ence to  private  affairs.  I  say,  although  my  accusers  have 
so  significantly  failed  in  establishing  this  important  part  of 
their  case,  I  think  it  but  proper,  in  order  to  remove  any 
suspicion  or  impressions  which  may  have  resulted  from  the 
extraordinary  and  persistent  efforts  of  the  counsel  for  the 
petitioners  to  introduce  incompetent  testimony,  or  from  his 
prejudgment  of  the  case  through  ingenious  newspaper  com- 
munications, to  say  and  declare  most  positively  and  un- 
qualifiedly to  this  Committee,  that  I  have  never  entered  into 
any  contract  or  agreement  with  any  bank,  corporation,  in- 
dividual, or  association  for  the  purposes  prohibited  by  the 
aforesaid  statute,  or  for  any  other  purpose  affecting  the 
honest  administration  of  my  office. 

This  covers  everything  in  my  conduct  that  could  possibly 
be  criminal,  and  more  than  this,  it  is  certainly  not  necessary 
now  to  say,  as  my  private  affairs  are  not  under  investigation. 

The  last  offence  of  those  which  are  embraced  in  the  com- 
munication to  Council,  which  forms  the  indictment  against 
me,  is  an  infraction  of  the  statute  prohibiting  the  loaning 
out  of  public  moneys,  with  or  without  interest,  by  any  City 
or  State  officer.  There  being  no  evidence  in- support  of  this 
charge,  and  no  reference  having  been  made  to  it,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  during  the  progress  of  this  examina- 
tion, I  presume  it  is  but  fair  to  conclude  that  it  has  been 
abandoned  by  those  who  preferred  it.  And,  therefore,  it 
is  certainly  unnecessary  for  me  to  make  any  specific  denial 
t  to  what  has  not  been  proven  or  attempted  to  be,  especially 
as  the  documentary  evidence  and  the  other  circumstances 
of  the  case  preclude  the  possibility  of  guilt  under  this  sec- 
tion of  the  law.  And,  in  the  absence  of  any  fact  or  proof 
to  show  that  I  have  ever  realized  one  dollar  of  profit  or  gain 
by  the  use  or  misuse  of  the  City's  money,  or  by  a  perversion 
of  the  attributes  of  my  office,  I   leave  this  part  of  the  case 
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with  the  Committee,  who  will  certainly  consider  nothing 
but  what  has  been  established  by  competent  evidence,  and 
in  the  regular  way  pointed  out  by  law  and  maintained  by 
those  who  seek  its  vindication.  I  might  refer,  in  explana- 
tion, to  a  number  of  things  which  have  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee,  but  as  they  have  no  pertinence 
to  the  real  issue  here,  my  duty  prompts  me  not  beyond  a 
general  and  absolute  denial  of  the  particular  offences  I  have 
already  noticed.  While  regretting  that  even  ihe  simple 
non-compliance  with  an  almost  unknown  and  forgotten 
rule,  in  reference  to  the  time  and  payment  of  money,  should 
have  been  responsible  for  this,  to  me,  very  unenviable  posi- 
tion, and  that  it  should  even  give  significance  or  the  sem- 
blance of  truth  to  the  more  serious  crimes  against  which  I 
am  called  upon  to  make  defence — I  desire  to  remind  you 
that  while  this  Ordinance  may  not  have  been  literally  com- 
plied with,  the  spirit  and  motive  which  dictated  it  have  not 
been  offended,  and  the  evils  which  it  sought  to  prevent  have 
not  prevailed. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  say  that  during  my  term  of 
office  I  have  collected  five  millions  one  hundred  and  nine- 
teen thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  (5,119,496) 
dollars  and  seventy-two  (72)  cents  of  the  City's  money,  be- 
sides over  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars  in  penal- 
ties, and  that  I  have  accounted  faithfully  for  every  dollar, 
and  although  personally  responsible  for  the  defaults  and 
defalcations  of  my  clerks  and  employees,  my  official  career, 
as  exemplified  in  the  records  of  the  "  Water  Department," 
is  free  from  suspicion  or  the  possibility  of  justifiable  arraign- 
ment, and  I  am  not  now  indebted  to  the  City  in  any  amount, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  the  final  audit  and  settlement  of  the 
accounts  in  the  Treasurer's  and  the  Controller's  office,  to 
which  I  direct  your  attention,  show  that  the  City  is,  at  this 
time,  indebted  to  me,  and  its  interests  have  not  suffered 
compromise  during  my  administration.  If  I  am  guilty  of 
an  irregularity  under  the  requirements  of  an  almost  obso- 
lete Ordinance,  my  delinquency  has  not  been  at  the  expense 
of  the  City,  and  even  that  shall  not  occur  again.  Confi- 
dent that  your  considerations  will  be  directed  only  to  those 
matters  and  circumstances  which  are  properly  involved, 
and  that  you  will  not  be  affected -by  the  influences  which 
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at  this  time  seem  so  propitious  for  arraying  public  senti- 
ment against  officials  of  all  kinds, 

I  leave  my  case  with  you.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  state- 
ment in  reply  to  the  resolution  of  Councils  instructing  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  report  to  Councils  what 
information  he  has  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  at 
Thompson  street. 

An  Ordinance  approved  the  30th  day  of  December,  1871, 
authorized  the  execution  of  a  contract  with  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railroad  for  the  erection  of  said  bridge, 
the  City  to  pay  one- half  the  cost  thereof,  not  exceeding 
$38,500.  Ttie  railroad  is  nearly  on  a  level  with  adjacent 
street,  and  two  plans  have  been  prepared,  one  to  go  over 
the  railroad  and  the  other  under  it. 

To  pass  over  the  road  will  require  ten  feet  filling  up  at 
Thompson  and  Somerset  streets,  and  to  pass  under  will  re- 
quire a  corresponding  amount  of  excavation.  In  either 
case,  there  will  be  a  great  amount  of  damage  done  to  houses 
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and  other  improvements  in  the  vicinity.  The  cost  of  either 
plan  will  exceed  $100,000,  exclusive  of  damages  to  prop- 
erty. 

The  Board  of  Surveyors  have  made  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  locality,  and  in  view  of  the  enormous  cost,  have 
disapproved  both  plans,  unless  alterations  can  be  made  in 
the  grade  of  the  railroad.  The  most  feasible  arrangement 
will  be  to  elevate  the  railroad  six  feet,  and  carry  the  street 
under  the  tracks.  Such  a  proposition  has  been  made  to  the 
officers  of  the  railroad  company.  There  are  fourteen  tracks 
in  constant  use,  and  any  change  will  be  attended  with  heavy 
expense  to  the  Reading  Railroad  Company,  and  many  diffi- 
culties will  have  to  be  overcome;  these  are  now  being  ad- 
justed. Further  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  City  are 
awaiting  their  decision.

1.  The  Phoenix  Iron  and  Bridge  Company  will  under- 
take to  build  a  wrought  iron  bridge,  80  or  100  feet  wide,

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avenue,  and  complete  the  same  in  one  year  after  the  execu- 
tion of  contract. 

2.  We  will  undertake  to  maintain  the  present  bridge, 
and  hold  the  City  harmless  against  any  accident  resulting 
from  its  failure  until  the  new  one  is  ready  for  use,  and  re- 
move it  afterwards. 

3.  Our  plans  contemplate  a  first-class  iron  bridge  (rest- 
ing on  stone  piers  sunk  to  the  rock  by  the  pneumatic  pro- 
cess), equal  in  strength  and  style  of  architectural  finish  to 
the  iron  bridges  of  London,  Paris,  or  Vienna.  It  shall 
have  stone  sidewalks  and  asphalte  pavements,  and  bronze 
balustrade.  The  plans  shall  be  approved  by  Councils  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  before  contract  is  executed. 

4.  We  cannot  state  positively  what  the  cost  will  be  until 
it  is  determined  what  the  width  shall  be,  and  whether  it 
shall  be  built  with  roadway  above  and  below,  or  single 
roadway  above ;  but  we  can  state  that  the  cost  will  be  from 
two  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  less  than  that  of  a 
stone  bridge  of  similar  width  and  architectural  finish. 

5.  We  will  undertake  to  give  security  to  the  amount  of 
$300,000  for  the  due  performance  of  contract.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  re- 
port in  response  to  a  "Resolution  directing  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  to  examine  and  report  to  Councils  on 
Thursday,  November  7th,  next,  whether  the  stone  from  the 
quarry  in  the  Park  above  the  Wire  Bridge,  is  suitable  in 
its  character  for  the  erection  of  Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  and 
for  the  abutments,  &c,  for  Fairmount  Bridge ;  and  if  suit- 
able, about  what  amount  per  perch  would  be  saved  to  the 
City  by  using  said  stone." 

Although  the  stone  is  not  uniform  in  qualitj'-,  a  large 
amount  could  be  selected  suitable  for  foundations  and  back- 
ing for  heavy  masonry.  Prior  to  the  purchase  by  the  City, 
the  quarry  leave  was  rented  for  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per 
perch.  As  the  above-named  bridges  are  to  be  built  by  con- 
tract, the  City  could  save  only  what  could  be  realized  from 
the  sale  of  the  stone,  which  would  probably  not  be  more 
than  the  price  named.  Twelve  thousand  perches  would 
realize  only  $3000.  In  its  present  condition  the  rock  con- 
sists of  a  narrow  ledge  between  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
and  the  Schuylkill  Canal,  a  great  part  of  which  should  be 
retained  as  a  screen  from  the  locomotives  in  case  the  con- 
templated Park  drive  is  made  along  the  river.  Until  the 
plan  of  the  improvement  of  that  section  of  the  park  is 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  remove  the  stone  in  quantities  of  any  magnitude.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  one  or  more 
competent  mechanics  for  the  construction  of  the  following 
sewers,  viz.: 

A  sewer  on  Moore  street,  from  Swanson  street  to  a  point 
east  of  Meadow  street.

Mantua  creek  sewer,  commencing  at  Story  and  Sewer 
streets,  passing  along  Thirty-seventh  street,  and  under  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  margin  of  the  river ;  thence 
southward  to  the  guard  lock  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company,  where  it  passes  under  the  canal,  and  empties  into 
the  river  below  the  dam. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
said  sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into 
for  the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications. 

Sect.  8.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract  or 
contracts,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  shall  cause  advertisement  to  be 
made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  sewers;

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contracts  therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  these 
Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewers,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  considered  by  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in 
writing,  from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal 
be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewers  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the 
properties  in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in  part 
payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the 
same  at  his  own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do, 
he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  em- 
ploy all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or 
otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewers  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Ilighways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasu- 
rer, charged  to  a  loan  for  said  purpose,  approved  December 
30th,  1871;  said  payments,  in  all  cases,  to  be  made  upon  a 
certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  estimating 
the  amount  of  work  done :  Provided,  That  for  all  current 
estimates,  no  payments  shall  exceed  four  fifths  of  the  money

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
report  the  annexed  Ordinance  to  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of 
taxes  for  the  year  1873.  They  have  fixed  the  rate  at  two 
dollars  and  five  cents,  which  includes  five  cents  for  the  im- 
provement of  Broad  and  Market  streets  with  an  improved 
pavement,  which  seems  to  be  demanded  by  the  tax  payers. 
The  amount  required  to  be  raised  by  taxation,-  according  to 
the  City  Controller's  statement,  is  $10,332,380.18,  and  the 
amount  that  will  be  realized  at  a  rate  of  two  dollars  will  be 
$10,151,743.01,  being  $180,637.17  less  than  what  will 
be  required.  The  Committee  think  that  they  will  be  able 
to  reduce  the  estimates  of  the  various  departments  so  as  to 
more  than  cover  the  deficiency.  The  financial  condition  of 
the  City  at  the  present  time  is  in  an  improved  condition  : 
The  outstanding  warrants  are  $1,352,643.37  less  than  they 
were  at  the  same  period  last  year  ;  the  loans  of  the  City  are 
selling  above  par,  and  the  warrants  at  a  small  per  centage 
below  par,  and  they  think  by  proper  economy  on  the  part 
of  Councils  and  by  confining  extra  appropriations  to  cases 
of  actual  necessity  the  financial  condition  may  be  much 
improved.  They  have  fixed  the  special  tax  for  the  erection 
of  the  Public  Buildings  at  ten  cents,  which  will  yield 
as  much  as  will  be  required  by  the  commissioners 
for  the  year  1873.  It  is  important  that  all  the  taxes 
should  be  kept  at  as  low  a  rate  as  possible,  for  low  taxes 
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attract   commercial   and  industrial  interests   and    promote 
the  general  welfare.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Te  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1873. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1872  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  "  rural  or  subur- 
ban"), a  tax  of  two  dollars  and  five  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1873  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
and  three-quarter  cents, 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  ten  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  city  property, 
the  sum  of  two  and  a  quarter  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  and  a  half  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  department  of  city  commissioners,  the 
sum  of  five  and  one-half  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

Item  13.  For  street  cleaning,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  Broad  and  Market 
streets  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  thirty -three  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in  item 
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14)  to  farther  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the 
tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April 
17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to 
the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment, 
by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  At  the  rate  of  nine  per 
centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  payment  until  the 
I  first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber; and  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one  per  cent. ;  and  if  not  paid  until  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added 
,  to  and  payable  on  the  same ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of 'three 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  property 
returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in  the 
year  1872,  and  as  revised  by  the  said  Board  of  Revision,  a 
special  tax  of  ten  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  for  the  erec- 
tion of  public  buildings,  as  is  provided  in  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  public 
buildings  for  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  August 
5th,  1870. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  sum  or  sums  collected  by  virtue  of 
Section  5,  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund 
in  the  City  Treasury  for  the  special  purposes  mentioned  in 
the  Act  of  Assembly  cited  in  said  section.

to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  to  Verify  the  Accounts 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  a  statement  giving  the  date  and 
amount  of  payments  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  account  of 
their  respective  departments.

Provided,  The  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant 
drawn  on  this  item  until  furnished  with  the  bill,  approved

And  no  order  for  supplies 
shall  be  given  in  anticipation  of  the  wants  of  the  department, 
but  it  shall  be  ordered  only  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
rendered  necessary  by  the  requisitions  from  said  regular 
business  of  the  department.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn 
for  the  said  appropriation  by  the  City  Commissioners  in 
conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  charges  of  attempt  at  bribery  preferred  by 
Thomas  H.  Gill,  Esq.,  against  Sheppard  G.  Young,  Esq., 
and  the  general  complaint  of  bribery  and  corruption  in  the 
passage  of  Ordinances  to  pave  Broad  street  with  a  wooden 
.  pavement,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  care- 
fully inquired  into  those  matters,  and  they  present  here- 
with the  testimony  taken. 

This  testimony  is  of  so  conflicting  a  nature  that  your 
Committee  cannot  give  legal  support  from  the  evidence  to 
any  conclusions  they  have  formed  as  individuals,  of  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  parties  accused. 

Mr.  Gill  swears  positively  that  Mr.  Young  offered  him 
$250  to  vote  for  a  wood  pavement  on  Broad  street ;  this 
Mr.  Young  as  positively  denies,  but  admits  that  he  did  have 
some  conversation  with  Mr.  Gill  upon  the  rumor  thus  afloat 
of  money  considerations  offered  for  votes  upon  the  subject. 
Upon  the  general  question  of  bribery  and  corruption,  the 
evidence  is  equally  contradictory.  Your  Committee  are 
unable  to  fix  the  charge  of  bribery  upon  any  one,  because 
other  witnesses  summoned  treated  our  subpoena  with  con- 
tempt, and  refused  to  appear  and  testify. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  legal  remedy  for  these  diffi- 
culties, and  until  some  authority  is  given  by  Act  of  Assem- 
bly to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  to  make 
false  swearing  before  a  Committee  of  Councils  perjury,  it  is 
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useless  for  a  Committee  of  Councils  to  attempt  the  expo- 
sure and  punishment  of  any  man  accused  of  wrong  doing. 

We  append  herewith  an  Act  of  Assembly  covering  these 
objects,  and  recommend  that  the  legislation  be  asked  as  it 
was  in  1867,  1868  and  1869,  to  pass  the  same.  We  also 
ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  to  discharge 
the  Committee  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject.

I  will  commence  with  Mr.  Young;  I  will  give 
facts  without  dates,  as  my  memory  may  not  serve  me. 
Some  time  in  summer  of  1871,  Mr.  Young  and  myself  were 
here,  and  in  going  out  of  Clerk's  room,  Mr.  Young  called 
me  one  side  and  said,  how  are  you  on  wooden  pave- 
ment; he  said  he  was  authorized  to  pay  $250  a  vote, 
lie  approached  me  abruptly,  and  my  first  impulse  was  to 
insult  him ;  but  after  reflection,  I  thought  possibly  I  might 
use  him  for  a  good  purpose  ;  I  asked  him  what  company 
he  represented,  lie  said  he  did  not  know  the  name  of  the 
company ;  because  I  told  him  I  understood  that  some  par- 
ties were  offering  as  high  as  $500  for  a  vote;  his  remark 
was,  Is  that  so?  I  answered,  so  I  understand;  If  that  is  the 
case,  of  course  I  will  go  for  the  highest  bidder,  says  he,  if 
you  get  any  information  of  any  higherprice  let  me  know,  and 
we  will  work  in  accord.  Now,  says  I,  Mr.  Young,  if  I  act  in 
this  matter,  I  want  to  know  what  I  am  doing ;  I  don't  want  to 
stand  up  and  ihrow  my  vote  away  ;  I  want  to  know  who  is 
in  this  matter  with  you;  who  is  going  to  vote,  I  meant 
who  was  a  going  to  vote  for  this  consideration;  Mr.  Young 
pulled  out  a  book,  and  said,  I  have  several  or  seven  names 
who  have  agreed  to  take  it,  he  pulled  the  book  out,  and 
opened  the  book,  but  did  not  show  the  contents;  the  object 
was  to  impress  upon  me  he  had  several  names  ;  the  under- 
standing was,  if  I  found  out  anj'thing  about  increased  price 
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of  votes  I  was  to  let  him  know,  and  if  he  found  out  any- 
thing lie  was  to  let  me  know;  we  parted  with  that  under- 
standing. Either  the  same  night,  or  a  few  nights  afterwards, 
I  cannot  tell  which,  but  within  a  week,  my  colleague,  Mr. 
S.  G.  King  of  Select  Council,  and  I,  were  walking  home 
together,  when  I  related  to  him. 

Objected  to  by  Mr.  Kneass,  the  conversation  with  Mr. 
King,  not  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Young,  was  not  testimony, 
and  he  objected  to  its  being  heard. 

The  Committee  retired  and  consulted,  re-appeared  and 
reported  that  they  were  in  favor  of  hearing  all  of  Mr.  Gill's 
testimony,  and  would  consider  the  testimony  after  being- 
heard. 

Mr.  Gill  resumed:  I  told  Mr.  King  all  that  I  have  stated 
before,  with  this  addition  :  that  I  thought  this  man,  Young, 
a  fool  to  approach  me  in  such  an  open  manner,  and  buy  my 
vote  for  $250  ;  and  that  I  was  playing  with  him,  and  ex- 
pected to  get  further  information  as  to  who  were  the  parties 
who  had  agreed  to  sell  their  votes,  and  who  were  the  parties 
who  were  buying  the  votes;  and  as  soon  as  I  got  this  in- 
formation, I  would  rise  in  my  place  in  the  chamber  and 
denounce  them  ;  Mr.  King's  reply  was,  he  did  not  think  I 
could  get  any  more  information  ;  and,  as  soon  as  Mr.  Young 
told  the  parties  with  him  that  he  had  me  as  one  of  his 
dupes,  they  would  let  me  drop;  that  was  all  in  connection 
with  Mr.  Young.  Mr.  Young  asked  me  how  the  thing  was 
getting  along ;  he  said  nothing  new,  the  thing  was  about 
the  same  way;  that  is  all  I  have  to  say  about  Mr.  Y'oung. 

Now,  as  regards  the  bribery  question — of  who  the  parties 
were,  and  who  were  connected  with  this  question.  The 
information  I  have,  they  are  the  parties  who  are  connected 
with  the  wooden  pavement  ring.  Mr.  Charles  Morgan,  of 
Frankford,  stated  to  me — he  said,  Tom,  I  recollected  the 
whole  thing  as  you  stated  it  to  me  last  fall,  vi^.,  1871  ;  his 
address  is  Fraukford  Post  Office.  I  spoke  to  my  friends 
about  it.  It  was  last  week  Mr.  Morgan  spoke  to  me 
about  it. 

Question  by  Mr.  Wagner  :  Do  you  know  any  one  else 
who  either  offered  or  were  offered  money  to  vote  on  the 
Broad  street  pavement  question  ? 

Answer.  I  do  as  far  as  others  have  told  me ;  personally, 
of  my  own  knowledge,  I  do  not ;  Mr.  Logan  told  me  that 
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parties  offered  him  money  ;  other  parties  told  me  they  knew 
there  was  $50,000  for  Broad  street  pavement;  it  was 
divided,  viz:  $30,000  for  Common  Council,  $20,000  for 
Select  Council ;  who  held  it  for  Common  Council  I  do  not 
know,  but  a  check  for  $20,000  was  held  by  Thos.  J.  Smith, 
of  Select  Council.  I  decline  to  tell  my  author  ;  it  was  given 
in  confidence.  I  can  bring  witnesses  to  corroborate ;  I 
never  heard  who  had  $30,000  for  Common  Council.  If  the 
Committee  desire,  I  will  give  the  parties  who  I  have  heard 
are  in  the  wooden  ring — they  are,  Theopholus  Derringer,  Mr. 
Harkness,  ex-member  of  Twenty-ninth  Ward,  Mr.  Wm.  F. 
Smith,  of  Twenty-second  Ward,  Alderman  McMullin,  Sam- 
uel Josephs,  Robert  Lister  Smith,  Mr.  Beidler,  who  keeps 
the  Markoe  house. .  Mr.  Daniel  Ray,  ex-member  of  Coun- 
cil of  Eighteenth  Ward,  told  me  I  was  mistaken;  instead 
of  being  $50,000,  it  was  $1,000  a  vote. 

I  will  say  to  the  Committee,  I  have  not  had  any  com- 
munication with  the  daily  press,  or  any  press;  and  I  have 
given  no  information  to  any  newspaper  reporter,  or  any 
newspaper.  On  the  Thursday  I  made  the  statement  Mr. 
Young  came  to  me  and  requested  me  not  to  enforce  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  ;  I  told  him  I  had  no  control 
over  the  matter,  all  I  had  said  was  said,  and  I  had  no  con- 
trol over  the  matter;  that  Mr.  Nead  was  going  to  offer  the 
resolution.  I  understand  he  used  the  same  influence  with 
Mr.  Allison  and  Mr.  Nead  not  to  offer  the  resolution. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Kneass  :  Mr.  Young  was  the  only 
person  who  ever  approached  me  with  an  offer  of  money  ;  I 
never  heard  any  person  say  he  was  responsible  ;  Mr.  Young 
was  the  only  one  who  ever  approached  me,  the  others  are 
hearsay ;  I  cannot  tell  the  dates,  I  think  it  was  some  time 
during  the  summer  of  1871 ;.  my  impression  was,  about  the 
time  of  forming  the  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph;  T  think  it  was 
summer  time;  it  was  warm  weather;  it  was  Council  of 
1871.  I  did  not  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  Councils  at 
that  time.  I  may  have  stated  to  other  members  of  Councils 
besides  Mr.  King.  During  the  year  1871,  I  never  did  ask 
the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  inquiry.  I  cannot  say 
when  I  had  the  last  conversation  with  Mr.  Young ;  I  cannot 
tell  the  dates;  I  think  we  had  three  or  four  conversations; 
they  were  merely  casual ;  he  never  showed  me  the  names  ; 
if  I'd  had  the  names,  I  would  have  brought  it  to  Councils. 
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The  information  I  have  given  is  all  I  have  ;  Mr  Young  may 
have  been  playing  with  me  ;  I  had  been  playing  with  him  ; 
I  had  no  personal  difficulties  with  Mr.  Young ;  we  have 
had  our  political  jangles  ;  I  had  no  personal  words  with 
Mr.  Young ;  my  motives  for  waiting  so  long  was  to  get 
more  information.  I  thought  the  wooden  ring  was  dead, 
and  I  saw  it  was  being  resuscitated,  and  I  thought  it  was 
time  to  break  it  up;  I  could  get  no  more  information;  I 
have  no  idea  who  was  in  the  book  ;  I  did  not  see  it. 

Mr.  Thos.  J.  Smith  referred  to  pages  408  and  409,  of 
Journal  of  Select  Council,  vol.  1,  and  stated  he  had  been 
charged  with  holding  a  purse  of  $20,000  ;  he  also  stated 
he  had  never  held  any  money,  either  in  check  or  otherwise, 
and  showed  it  by  above  Council  record. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Nead,  sivorn:  Mr.  Young  did  call  upon  me, 
and  stated  that  he  considered  the  offering  of  the  resolution 
was  an  act  of  injustice  to  him,  and  asked  me  not  to  offer  it. 
I  told  him  Mr.  Allison  and  others  would  offer  it ;  it  was 
my  impression  that  he  desired  me  to  look  at  it  as  a  joke ; 
I  know  if  I  was  a  purse  holder,  I  would  not  approach  Mr. 
Young;  my  impressions  were,  that  it  was  a  joke. 

Walter  Allison,  affirmed:  Mr.  Nead  said  at  the  proper 
time  he  would  offer  a  resolution  in  the  Chamber  ;  I  told  Mr. 
Nead  I  thought  it  right  for  him  to  offer  the  resolution  ; 
Mr.  Young  came  to  me  and  said  don't  offer  the  resolution, 
and  I  said  if  Mr.  Nead  did  not  offer  it  I  would  offer  it,  and 
during  the  conversation  Mr.  Nead  jumped  up  and  offered 
it ;  Mr.  Young  did  not  say  there  was  nothing  in  it ;  I  heard 
Mr.  Young  disclaim  with  his  uplifted  arm  that  he  did  not 
offer  Mr.  Gill  any  money. 

Mr.  James  Logan,  sioorri:  I  was  a  member  of  Common 
Council  during  1870  and  187,1,  It  was  during  1871  I  was 
offered  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  vote  for  wooden  pave- 
ment; I  had  striking  arguments,  and  afterwards  he  hand- 
somely apologized,  and  unless  you  insist,  I  will  not  tell  it, 
but  Mr.  Rowan,  of  Twenty-seventh  Ward  was  the  party ; 
on  25th  of  July,  1871,  I  think  it  was  that  day;  on  the 
afternoon  accidentally  passing  a  certain  locality  I  was  look- 
ing in  a  door,  and  I  saw  two  or  three  members  of  Councils,  I 
went  in  the  door  accidently.  While  standing  there,  talking 
with  one  a  councilman  and  the  other  a  clerk  in  the  Steam 
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Inspector's  office,  Mr.  Hammond,  they  were  looking  over  a 
map  of  quarries,  when  Mr.  Rowan  came  from  an  inner  i  oom 
and  put  his  arms  around  my  neck  and  said,  how  are  you  on 
wooden  pavements.  I  said  I  am  opposed  to  wooden  pave- 
ments, the  stone  pavement  was  the  pavement  for  tax 
payers;  Rowan  said  there  was  nothing  in  stone  pavements 
but  there  is  something  in  wooden  pavements,  he  had  ref- 
erence to  our  divies,  and  he  would  give  me  $300  if  I  would 
vote  for  wooden  pavement;  I  stated  I  would  not  take  $300, 
that  I  had  a  conversation  with  a  wooden  pavement  man  and 
I  could  make  $100,000,  and  could  run  a  machine  that  make 
me  well  off;  I  told  him  of  a  gentlemen  who  had  the  best 
patent  and  would  give  me  $100,000,  that  the  gentlemen  had 
met  me  and  asked  me  how  I  was  getting  along  in  Council, 
and  he  said  he  had  the  best  patent,  and  would  give  $100,000 
at  $4  per  yard,  $75,000  at  $3.75,  and  $50,000  at  $3.50,  and 
$25,000  at  $3.00  per  yard ;  I  will  lay  it  at  $3  per  yard,  and 
then  the  divies  stopped;  that  gentlemen  was  Mr.  Warthman, 
president  of  Fourth  and  Eighth  Street  Railroad;  I  then 
spoke  understanding^  to  Mr.  Rowan;  I  said  I  will  not  take 
money  from  second  hands,  I  want  to  see  the  man  behind 
the  fence  that  you  are  dealing  with  ;  he  said  we  cannot  afford 
to  give  more  than  $300  for  a  vote ;  he  called  another  man 
up,  viz. :  Mr.  Dorian,  of  Twentieth  Ward  ;  well,  he  says, 
you  will  be  on  the  ground  floor  and  you  will  have  the  same 
as  the  rest  of  them,  I  told  him  I  was  not  on  wooden  pave- 
ments at  all,  he,  Rowan,  then  became  indignant,  and  he  hoped 
he  would  see  the  time  when  there  was  nobody  in  Council  to 
take  bribes;  I  answered  to  him  that  that  time  would  not  be 
while  he  and  I  was  in  Council,  for  as  long  as  there  was  men 
mean  enough  to  offer  bribes  there  was  men  weak  enough 
to  receive  them  ;  he  asked  me  if  I  wished'to  insult  him,  and 
with  the  word  he  struck  me;  he  jumped  around  and  was 
going  to  kill  me,  I  stepped  up  to  him,  and  told  him  if  I  had 
insulted  him  I  would  like  to  apologize,  and  walked  out. 
That  door  was  Mr.  Stockdale's,  down  Walnut,  below  Fourth 
street;  I  think  Mr.  Stockdale  came  in  after  the  blow  was 
struck,  I  don't  think  he  heard  the  conversation,  there  was 
others  besides  Mr.  Dorian  present,  viz.  :  Mr.  Thornton, 
Mr.  Waples,  Mr.  Dorian  and  Mr.  Rowan  were  the  four 
councilmen  ;  Mr.  Stockdale  was  behind  the  bar  ;  Mr.  Ham- 
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mond  was  present;  a  couple  of  days  after  this  Mr.  Rowan 
came  and  apologized,  I  was  never  approached  afterwards. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Kneass  :  I  suppose  I  have  my 
price,  but  $300  was  not  my  figures;  if  the  question  was 
before  the  House  I  do  not  know  but  that  I  would  say  I  had 
received  a  bribe. 

G.  W.  Nickels,  sworn:  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  knew 
nothing;  I  never  have  been  offered  or  approached  by  wood 
or  stone  ring;  I  know  nothing,  only  about  what  Mr.  Gill 
told  me ;  it  was  when  the  matter  took  place  last  year,  and 
during  the  last  two  weeks;  I  heard  all  Mr.  Gill  said  and  he 
tells  just  as  he  told  it  to  me. 

James  Logan,  re-examined:  There  was  no  other  person 
offered  me  money  except  the  reference  to  Mr.  Dorian  about 
giving  more,  and  said  they  could  not  give  any  more  than 
$300;  Mr.  Thornton  was  in  hearing;  I  do  not  know  of  any 
other  persons  present ;  Mr.Stockdale's  brother  was  in  hearing 
distance,  about  three  feet  from  Mr.  Rowan's  back,  about 
four  and  a  half  feet  from  my  face ;  Mr.  Hammond  was  in 
the  front  part  while  the  conversation  was  going  on,  but  when 
the  blow  was  struck  he  came  in. 

Mr.  Waples,  sworn  :  I  never  was  present  when  Mr.  Logan 
was  assaulted  at  Stockdale's,  and  I  knew  nothing  until  he 
told  me  about  it;  I  was  not  present,  and  know  nothing 
except  what  Mr.  Logan  told  me;  I  said  I  knew  nothing 
about  it,  was  out  of  the  City,  not  present,  and  first  intima- 
tion I  had  was  what  Mr.  Logan  told  me ;  I  told  him  not  to 
act  harshly,  but  see  Mr.  Rowan  and  fix  it  up ;  he  said  Mr. 
Rowan,  without  provocation,  had  attacked  him  at  Stock- 
dale's,  and  was  going  to  sue  him  ;  I  was  told  of  it  by  Mr. 
Doebley;  I  cannot  give  the  dates  now:  I  knew  I  was  out 
of  town;  the  conversation  between  Mr.  Logan  and  myself 
was  in  front  of  Highway  Department. 

J.  C.  Martin,  sworn:  Mr.  Logan  related  the  whole  cir- 
cumstances as  related  here,  the  day  after  he  was  hit  at  Stock- 
dale's  ;  I  only  knew  what  Mr.  Logan  told  me. 

Mr.  Doebley,  sworn:  I  am  a  member  of  Council  of 
Eighteenth  Ward,  I  was  not  a  member  last  year;  about  the 
time  this  trouble  occurred  I  read  a  paper  that  said  an  occur- 
rence had  taken  place  ;  I  happened  to  be  in  town,  and  I  had 
met  no  one  to  give  me  information ;  I  met  Mr.  Waples  a 
day  or  two  after  I  read  it  in  the  papers ;  I  said,  Bill  what 
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was  that  row  about  between  Rowan  and  Logan  ?  he  said  I 
do  not  know,  I  was  not  there,  I  do  not  know  anything  about 
it;  it  was  sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  July,  as  I  was  going 
down  to  Atlantic  City. 

Communication  of  C.  Ilarkness  read  in  reference  to 
Stow  Pavement  Company. 

Mr.  Rowan  stated  he  would  like  to  be  heard. 

•Samuel  G.  King  affirmed:  I  have  been  a  member  of 
Council  for  some  years  past;  I  say  emphatically  that  no 
person  offered  me  money  to  vote  for  wood  or  stone  pave- 
ment, or  any  other  pavement ;  of  my  own  knowledge  I 
know  of  no  person  being  approached ;  I  can  tell  you  what 
I  heard  ;  I  know  that  no  person  offered  me,  or  any  other 
person  of  my  own  knowledge  money  to  vote. 

Mr.  Kneass  objected  to  hearsay  evidence. 

Question  by  Mr.  Wagner  :  Of  whom  did  you  received 
information  that  money  had  been  offered  and  took  on  this 
Broad  street  pavement  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Gill,  my  colleague  ;  I  know  nothing  but 
what  Mr.  Gill  told  me;  I  saw  in  the  Press,  about  a  week 
ago,  about  the  wood  pavement  ring  a  similar  statement  I 
heard  a  year  ago  ;  I  cannot  say  that  he  told  me  of  his  own 
knowledge;  he  told  me  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
money  raised  for  wooden  pavement  in  Broad  street,  similar 
to  what  I  saw  in  the  Press;  I  cannot  say  he  knew  of  his 
own  knowledge;  I  would  like  to  give  all  the  information  I 
can  ;  it  has  been  a  year  or  more  ago;  Mr.  Theopholus  Der- 
ringer stated  to  me  on  Chestnut  street  that  a  large  amount 
of  money  had  been  raised  to  put  this  matter  through  ;  he 
told  me  so ;  I  cannot  recollect  whether  he  told  me  he  heard 
it  or  knew  it;  this  was  after  the  loan  was  defeated  in  Select 
Council;  I  think  he  said  the  amount  was  $50,000;  he  did 
not  tell  me  that  any  of  it  was  used,  on  the  contrary  he  told 
me  it  was  all  paid  back  to  the  parties  it  came  from ;  I, 
at  the  time,  paid  some  attention  to  it,  and  remarked  that 
this  matter  would  come  before  a  committee  of  investigation, 
and  he  told  me  he  was  prepared  to  tell  all  he  knew  about 
it;  this  was  all  hearsay;  Mr.  Gill  informed  me  of  the  con- 
versation passed  between  Mr.  Youno;  and  himself;  Mr.  Gill 
and  myself,  in  a  conversation  about  this  matter  at  the  time 
the  matter  was  up  before  Council,  Mr.  Gill  said  that  money 
had  been  offered,  and  that  he  had  been  offered  money ;  I 
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think  it  was  $250 ;  lie  told  me  that  a  member  of  Council 
offered  him  $250  if  he  would  vote  for  the  passage  of  the 
bill ;  Mr.  Gill  said  at  that  time  he  was  trying  to  get  all  in- 
formation in  reference  to  the  matter  and  he  would  let  me 
know;  I  do  not  recollect  the  name  Mr.  Gill  mentioned 
to  me. 

C.  T.  Jones,  sworn:  I  am  a  member  of  Council ;  I  never 
was  approached  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  one  else,  direct 
or  indirect  being  approached  of  my  own  knowledge;  I 
know  T.  Derringer;  he  told  me  money  had  been  raised  to 
purchase  the  votes  of  members;  he  said  he  raised  part  of 
it ;  he  stated  it  had  not  been  used  ;  Mr.  King  stated  to  me 
in  Select  Council  chamber  and  gave  me  the  name  of  Mr. 
Derringer,  and  I  met  him  and  he  told  me  the  same,  and  he 
said  afterwards  he  had  denied  it ;  he  did  not  tell  me  when 
it  was  raised. 

H.  1ST.  Beidler,  affirmed:  I  keep  the  Markoe  House  ;  I 
am  interested  in  the  Beidler  Sectional  Pin  Pavement ;  I  do 
not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  of  any  money  being  raised 
to  influence  members  of  Councils  for  paving  Broad  street ; 
I  have  not  been  a  party  ;  I  only  know  what  I  have  heard 
from  others  ;  my  transaction  with  Councils  was  in  reference 
to  adoption  of  my  pavement ;  I  had  a  question  with  Mr. 
Eowan  in  reference  to  the  merits  of  my  pavement ;  I  have 
heard  it  talked  of  that  money  had  been  raised ;  the  dates 
I  refer  to  was  in  July,  1871 ;  I  was  not  informed  who  the 
parties  were,  only  that  it  was  a  ring ;  it  was  referring  to 
rumors  ;  I  have  no  evidence  of  myself;  parties  told  me 
there  was  money  raised  but  I  can  not  tell  now ;  it  was 
simply  hearsay ;  I  would  be  happy  to  tell  who  the  parties 
were;  it  was  a  rumor;  I  cannot  tell  who  the  parties  were; 
I  talked  to  Mr.  Rowan,  Mr.  McGrath  and  others;  it  was  a 
general  talk. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Kneass  :  I  never  offered  Mr. 
Rowan  any  bribe ;  I  merely  spoke  of  the  merits  of  my 
pavement ;  he  never  intimated  he  would  take  a  bribe  if 
offered ;  I  never  heard  Mr.  Rowan  say  there  was  a  ring ;  I 
spoke  to  Mr.  McGrath  about  the  cheapness  of  my  pave- 
ment ;  Mr.  Rowan  spoke  favorable  of  wood  pavements. 

H.  S.  Lansing,  sworn  ;  I  have  had  an  interest  in  pavement, 
viz.:  stone  pavement,  two  years  ago;  I  made  an  effort  to 
have  it  introduced  in  Philadelphia ;  I  never  did  approach 
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any  member  of  Council  with  money  for  the  interest  of  my 
pavement;  I  put  it  upon  iis  merits  ;  I  have  had  nothing  to 
do  with  it  since  last  of  1870  ;  I  gave  up  ;  Mr.  John  Bryan 
now  has  it. 

Adam  Warthman,  sworn:  I  was  coming  down  in 
Fourth  street  cars  with  Mr.  Logan,  and  we  were  talking  of 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Bryan  to  pave  Broad  street,  he  was 
willing  to  leave  $100,000,  at  $4  per  yard;  that  he  would 
keep  in  repairs ;  I  think  his  name  was  O'Bryan  ;  I  said  to 
Mr.  Logan  I  would  like  to  have  the  job  at  $4, 1  would  give 
$100,000  at  $4;  at  $3  I  wanted  all  the  money  myself,  my 
intention  was  $100,000  would  be  made;  I  never  offered  any 
bribe,  and  never  though  of  it.  I  represented  the  Paul 
patent. 

Wi.  F.  Smith,  sworn :  On  last  "Wednesday  on  reading 
the  newspaper,  I  was  identified  with  wooden  paving  ring 
by  Mr.  Gill  ;  I  never  directly  or  indirectly  tried  to  control 
any  member  of  Council  to  vote  for  wooden  pavement ;  I 
never  used  any  money  or  anything  of  value;  I  never  did 
use  money  directly  or  indirectly  to  neither  man  or  woman  ; 
I  never  approached  any  man  or  did  they  approach  me  :  I 
was  connected  with  the  Beidler  wooden  pavement. 

W.  E.  Rowan,  sworn :  I  was  at  Mr.  Stockdales  on  a 
certain  day,  I  was  to  have  met  several  members  of  Council  ; 
Mr.  Waples  did  not  come  to  Mr.  Stockdales,  he  did  not 
come;  he  was  to  have  been  there;  while  I  was  talking  to 
Mr.  Dorian,  Mr.  Logan  came  up  and  I  told  him  I  did  not 
want  anything  to  do  with  him;  he  asked  me  why,  I  told 
him  I  did  not  want  anything  to  do  with  a  person  who 
would  stand  up  openly  and  glory  in  his  dishonesty  ;  that  I 
understood  he  would  not  vote  on  any  important  subject 
unless  he  was  bribed ;  I  hoped  the  time  would  shortly  come 
that  no  person  of  his  character  would  be  in  there  to  take 
bribes ;  he  said  then  to  me,  that  both  he  and  I  would  have 
to  get  out ;  intimating  I  was  no  better  than  he  was;  and  on 
the  impulse  of  the  moment  I  slapped  him  in  the  mouth  ;  he 
then  went  out,  in  about  three  minutes  he  came  in  and  said 
Mr.  Rowan  I  insulted  you,  I  ask  your  pardon  ;  I  told  him 
to  go  away  that  it  was  all  right  and  he  went  away  ;  there 
was  nothing  said  about  any  kind  of  pavement.  I  never 
offered  him  $300,  and  I  never  asked  him  at  any  time  to 
vote  for  a  wooden  pavement,  not  a  word  about  any  kind  of 
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paving,  or  money  to  be  paid,  it  was  all  false;  it  was  all 
false  about  the  pavement;  I  never  was  offered  money  for 
wooden  pavement;  I  was  offered  money  to  vote  for  Mr. 
Wagner  for  President,  by  officers  of  Fourth  National  Bank, 
they  said  they  represented  Mr.  Wagner,  and  would  give 
certain  committees  to  me ;  I  never  offered  any  person 
money  to  vote  for  anything  ;  I  never  was  offered  money  for 
paving  Broad  street;  I  know  of  no  money  being  offered  or 
raised. 

Mr.  Ladner,  sivorn :  Mr.  Eowan  never  offered,  me 
money  to  vote  for  anything ;  no  money  was  offered  me  to 
vote  on  wood  and  stone  pavement. 

Gavin  Neilson,  sworn:  I  subpoenaed  Mr.  T.  Derrino-er 
to  be  present,  and  left  a  note  of  the  time  of  meeting;  I 
subpoenaed  Mr.  T.  J.  Smith,  he  made  no  remark ;  I  did  not 
subpoena  Mr.  Harkness,  and  they  told  me  he  was  out  of 
town. 

Mr.  Wagner  stated  that  July  3d,  1871,  page  4  of  2d 
"Vol.  of  Select  Council  Mr.  T.  J.  Smith  moved  that  Select 
Council  recede  from  their  amendment;  Mr.  Smith,  votes 
see  Select  Council  Journal  of  July  6th,  pages  20,  21,  22 
and  23. 

George  Dorlan,  sworn:  My  name  was  used  at  the 
time  alluded  to  by  Mr.  Logan,  in  reference  to  $300;  Air. 
Rowan  and  myself  walked  to  Mr.  Stockdale's  on  business, 
getting  transportation  to  go  west  on  an  excursion.  We 
expected  to  meet  Mr.  Waples,  Mr.  Glenn  and  others,  there 
was  no  one  there  but  Mr.  Stockdale,  whilst  standing  talk- 
ing there  Mr.  Logan  came  in,  he  came  up  to  Mr.  Rowan  and 
interrupted  us,  and  Mr.  Rowan  told  him  to  go  away  ;  I  want 
nothing  to  do  with  you,  you  want  to  take,  bribes;  they  then 
got  into  conversation  and  Mr.  Rowan  smacked  him  in 
the  mouth  ;  there  was  nothing  said  about  wooden  pave- 
ment ;  Mr.  Logan  told  a  malicious  lie ;  I  never  was  offered 
a  bribe  on  this  subject,  it  was  the  time  referred  to,  it  was 
during  the  warm  season;  Mr.  Rowan  never  called  me  up 
while  Mr.  Logan  was  there,  and  said  we  would  give  $300,  I 
caught  hold  of  him  and  took  him  away. 

J.  F.  Stockdale,  siuorn:  On  28th  of  July,  1871,  I  ex- 
pected Mr.  Waples,  Rowan  and  Thornton,  Mr.  Waples  was 
not  present;  Mr.  Hammond  was  present  showing  a  map  of 
a  stone  quarry ;  Mr.  Logan  then  came  in.     I  carried  on  the 
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wholesale  liquor  business ;  I  beard  Mr.  Rowan  say  that 
such  men  as  he,  Logan,  disgraced  Councils ;  as  I  entered 
Mr.  Logan  ran  out ;  afterwards  came  in  and  went  up  to  Mr. 
Rowan  and  offered  an  apology  ;  he  then  left.  I  heard 
nothing  said  about  wood  or  stone  pavement,  Mr.  Waples 
was  not  there  that  day ;  you  can  nearly  always  hear  any- 
thing said  from  one  room  to  the  other. 

Wm.  Thornton,  siuorn :  I  was  present  at  Mr.  Stock- 
dale's  to  see  him  on  private  business ;  I  saw  Mr.  Hammond 
explaining  about  a  stone  quarry  ;  while  there  Mr.  Logan 
came  in  and  went  into  the  back  room  ;  Mr.  Hammond 
and  I  stepped  into  the  back  room  ;  the  first  thing  I  heard 
was  Mr.  Logan  and  Mr.  Rowan  in  conversation  about 
the  same  as  sworn  to,  and  Mr.  Rowan  struck  Logan  ; 
Logan  went  out,  and  afterwards  came  back  and  apologized  ; 
Mr.  Waples  was  not  present ;  Mr.  Logan  was  not  more 
than  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  in  the  back  room ;  Mr. 
Hammond  and  I  walked  in  together;  I  did  not  hear  any 
money  offered  to  Mr.  Logan  for  stone  or  wooden  pavement; 
I  never  heard  of  money  offered  ;  I  never  was  offered  any 
money,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  pave  Broad  street ;  I  do 
not  know  whether  any  money  was  used. 

II.  N.  Burroughs,  affirmed :  I  am  president  of  Comon 
wealth  Bank  ;  the  Wood  Pavement  Company  has  an  ac- 
count in  our  bank,  viz.:  Philadelphia  Wood  Companjr,  Wm. 
M.  Bickel,  treasurer;  it  is  a  general  accouut,  opened  Janu- 
ary 17th,  1871;  that  was  prior  to  my  being  president;  I 
have  no  knowledge  except  their  general' running  account, 
getting  discounts,  &c.,  viz.:  current  business;  I  have  no 
knowledge  of  their  depositing  money  to  influence  votes  in 
wood  pavement  interest;  I  know  of  no  check  being  drawn 
to  any  Councilman;  Mr.  II.  W.  Gray  has  kept  an  account 
in  my  bank  ever  since  I  was  president,  and  long  before  I 
became  president;  he  keeps  a  good  account ;  both  accounts 
are  the  usual  accounts  ;  there  has  beeu  no  such  checks 
drawn  as  $75,000  ;  I  looked  back  from  the  time  I  occupied 
the  position. 

E.  Perot,  affirmed ;  I  have  been  cashier  since  January, 
1872  ;  I  know  of  no  checks  being  drawn  for  £50,000  or 
$75,000  ;  I  know  of  no  Councilman  drawing  money  on 
checks ;  Mr.  H.  C.  Young  was  former  cashier;  the  accounts 
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of  wood  pavement  have  been  entirely  closed  since  I  was 
cashier. 

Mr.  G.  Neilson  re-examined,  and  stated  he  served  per- 
sonally all  witnesses  subpoenaed  of  20th  November,  A.  D. 
1872. 

Mr.  Wagner  moved  to  hear  evidence  of  Mr.  Malone. 

John  W.  Malone,  sworn :  I  was  superintendent  of 
manufacturing  department  of  Almshouse  up  to  1st  of  Au- 
gust, 1871 ;  that  Mr.  Logan,  while  Chairman  of  Committee 
on  Poor,  said  I  would  be  doing  right  if  I  charged  persons 
of  whom  I  bought  goods  of  a  percentage,  I  was  perfectly 
right;  I  never  told  any  one,  neither  my  employees  or 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  while  I  was  in  Almshouse;  I  did 
not  think  it  worth  while,  as  an  instance  he  named  five  per 
cent. ;  he  never  made  a  proposition  to  go  in  with  me  ;  I 
cannot  tell  whether  he  considered  it  a  bait  or  not ;  I  had  a 
good  many  thoughts  ;  I  never  made  known  the  facts  to  my 
superior  officers;  he  was  Chairman  of  that  Committee  of 
1870  and  1871  ;  I  left  the  Almshouse  to  go  into  business  in 
Maryland  ;  I  met  with  Mr.  James  Armstrong,  Guardian  of 
the  Poor;  I  never  mentioned  it  to  Mr.  Armstrong  until 
after  the  Committee  met ;  I  read  Mr.  Logan's  testimony,  and 
I  met  Mr.  Armstrong  on  Thursday  after  this  Committee 
met ;  I  purchased  the  supplies  in  the  manufacturing  depart- 
ment;  I  never  received  anything  for  my  purchases;  it  was 
in  fall  of  1870. 

Sheppard  G.  Young,  sworn :  I  am  a  member  of  Com- 
mon Council ;  I  was  elected  a  member  of  Council  in  Octo- 
ber, 1870  ;  in  December,  1870,  I  received  a  note  to  attend 
the  Democratic  caucus  at  corner  of  Fifth  and  Prune  streets  ; 
Mr.  Nickels  elected  president;  Mr.  Fagen,  secretary;  at 
the  same  time  a  Committee  was  appointed,  and  I  was 
told  it  was  to  watch  the  majority ;  Mr.  Gill  was  chairman  ; 
Mr.  Ladner,  I  think,  was  on  it;  I  heard  a  rumor  that 
money  was  offered  for  paving  Broad  street ;  I  told  it  to  Mr. 
Gill,  he  being  chairman  of  that  Committee  ;  I  never  received 
any  money  in  any  way  ;  I  told  him,  if  I  heard  anything 
further  I  will  let  you  know  ;  Mr.  Gill  said  if  he  heard  any- 
thing further  to  let  Mr.  Young  know ;  I  cannot  tell  the 
amount  either  what  he  said  or  what  amount  I  said ;  I  never 
offered  him  money  for  Broad  street,  .  never  knew  of  any 
money  being  offered;  all  I  have  heard  was  a  rumor;'  I

communicated  that  to  him  ;  I  subsequently  went  to  Mr. 
Gill  and  asked  him  not  to  offer  the  resolution  ;  I  said  it 
was  an  act  of  injustice  in  offering  this  resolution;  I  stated 
to  Mr.  Gill  that  it  was  a  misunderstanding,  and  that  I  did 
not  offer  him  a  bribe. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gill  :  I  was  elected  in  Octobor, 
1870 ;  I  told  Mr.  Gill  that  I  thought  it  was  his  place  to 
know  it  as  Chairman  of  Committee  of  Democratic  mem- 
bers ;  I  told  him  this  and  I  am  now  under  oath. 

Mr.  Young.  I  was  not  authorized  to  offer  $250  for  any 
pavement ;  I  am  not  authorized  and  don't  know  of  a  dollar 
ever  offered  ;  I  heard  it  on  the  streets. 

Mr.  Gill  re-examined :  I  was  elected  in  1869  ;  I  recol- 
lect a  caucus  being  held,  Mr.  Nickels  was  president;  I 
attended  the  caucus ;  there  was  a  Sub-Committee  to  look 
after  the  majority,  I  was  chairman  of  that  Committee ;  Air. 
Fagen  and  Mr.  Eobinson  was  on  that  Committee  ;  it  was  part 
of  my  duty  to  attend  to  matters  that  the  Committee  was  to 
watch  the  majority  ;  it  was  a  party  action ;  the  Committee 
was  appointed  to  unite  the  minority  as  a  unit ;  it  was  the 
duty  of  our  party  members  to  communicate  to  me  matters 
that  were  important  to  us;  I  cannot  say  that  Mr.  Young 
ever  communicated  to  me  anything  the  party  was  interested 
in;  I  only  know  that  which  Mr.  Young  told  me;  inde- 
pendent of  what  Mr.  Young  told  me,  I  do  not  know  that 
Mr.  Young  was  in  the  Broad  street  pavement  matter ;  I 
believe  Mr.  Young  was  present  at  that  caucus. 

Cross-examined :  It  was  customary  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  this  matter  every  year.  I  believe  Mr.  Young, 
Mr.  Stockdale  and  Ehret,  voted  for  Avooden  pavement.  It 
is  not  customary  to  make  known  what  would  injure  the 
Democratic  party. 

G.  W.  Nickels,  re-examined:  I  have  been  a  member  of 
Council  since  1862,  and  been  so  ever  since,  except  two 
years.  It  is  customary  of  Democratic  members  to  form 
such  a  Committee  every  year  ;  there  was  also  a  Committee 
formed  this  year,  also  in  1870 ;  at  Fifth  and  Locust  street 
this  Committee  was  appointed,  Mr.  Gill,  chairman  ;  it  was 
for  the  purpose  of  watching  the  majority ;  the  object  of  the 
Sub-Committee  it  was  not  the  duty  to  make  known;  as  a 
party  man  I  will  not  answer  now;  I  am  not  prepared  to 
make  known  the  business  of  that  Committee;  everything 
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that  was  done  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  party  and  the  com- 
munity, to  expose  the  corruption  of  the  Republican  party, 
if  there  was  any.  If  I  had  heard  of  complaints  of  wooden 
or  stone  pavement  as  a  party  measure,  the  intention  was  to 
communicate  all  complaints  to  that  Committee.  Mr.  Gill 
stated  to  me  last  summer  a  year  that  he  had  been  offered  a 
bribe  of  $250  to  vote  for  wood  pavement,  and  Mr.  Young 
offered  it  to  him.  He  said  first  he  was  offered  $50,  $100, 
and  $250,  if  you  will  vote  for  this  bill;  he  said  I  would 
like  to  know  who  I  am  working  with,  but  they  would  not 
tell  me  or  show  me  the  list  of  the  names.  Mr.  Gill  said 
$50  first,  and  then  $100,  and  Mr.  Young  offered  him  $250 ; 
he  did  not  say  to  me  if  we  expose  it,  it  would  be  a  benefit 
to  the  Democratic  party.  I  think  Mr.  Gill  was  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Sub-Committee.  Mr.  Young,  and  no  one  else, 
offered  me  money ;  since  1863,  I  never  was  approached 
by  any  man,  woman  or  child — no  one  approached  me. 

Mr.  Wagner  moved  that  all  the  remaining  names  on  sub- 
pcena  be  subpoenaed  again.     Agreed  to. 

J.  M.  Logan,  re-examined:  I  know  the  nature  of  an  oath. 
In  1871,  in  visiting  the  Almshouse  twice,  I  could  get  none 
of  my  Committee  there ;  I  went  there  twice  to  examine 
their  books.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  all  I  had  to  do 
was  to  vote  on  the  appropriation  bill  for  1872. 

Gavin  Neilson:  I  subpoenaed  T.  J.  Derringer,  W.  H. 
Kemble,  H.  W.  Gray,  C.  H.  Harkness,  C.  B.  Johnson,  T.  J. 
Smith,  Thos.  H.  Foreman,  J.  II.  Carman,  H.  C.  Young,  S. 
C.  Collins.  Dr.  R.  Stewart  could  not  be  found,  Dr.  Fillert 
was  in  "Washington,  J.  M.  Bickel,  sick. 

Louis  Wagner,  sworn:  At  a  meeting  of  Committee  held 
November  19th,  1872,  Mr.  W.  E.  Eowan  was  sworn  and 
testified  that  he  was  offered  money  by  the  officers  of  the 
Fourth  National  Bank  to  vote  for  Mr.  Wagner  for  Presi- 
dent, and  that  they  represented  me  ;  I  desire  to  say  in  reply, 
that  I  have  no  acquaintance  with  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
Fourth  National  Bank,  and  never  saw  one  of  them  to  my 
knowledge ;  did  not  know  who  they  were,  except  the 
name  of  the  president,  and  that  I  had  seen  in  the  news- 
papers, after  Mr.  Rowan  gave  his  testimony ;  have  never 
spoken  to  any  of  them,  and  never  kept  an  account  in  the 
bank,  and  was  never  in  the  bank  in  my  life,  or  in  the 
offices  or  houses  of  any  of  the  officers  of  that  bank ;  never 
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asked  or  authorized  them  either  in  my  own  person  or 
through  friends  to  offer  any  money  to  any  one  to  vote  for 
me;  and  that  since  this  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Rowan, 
a  friend  of  mine  has  called  upon  them  and  they  utterly  deny 
the  statement  sworn  to  by  Mr.  Eowan. 

Henky  C.  Young,  affirmed:  I  was  cashier  of  Common- 
wealth Bank  to  July  1st,  1872.  I  do  not  of  my  knowledge 
know  of  any  checks  being  drawn  to  Councils  by  Wood 
Pavement  Company.  I  do  not  know  of  checks  for  $20  or 
$50,000  being  deposited  by  wood  pavement.  I  know  of 
check  of  Philadelphia  Wooden  Pavement,  of  which  John 
M.  Bickel  was  President.  I  do  not  know  of  the  amount  of 
money  deposited  by  them. 

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  State  Legislature. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania be  respectfully  requested  to  pass  the  annexed  bill, 
entit'ed  "  A  further  Supplement  to  an  Act  to  Incorporate 
the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  au  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  the  Presidents  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  chairman  of 
any  Special  or  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  them,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  for 
witnesses,  and  require  the  production  for  inspection  and 
examination  of  any  books,  papers,  documents  and  vouch- 
ers; to  examine  said  witnesses  under  oath  or  affirmation, 
and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  witness 
or  witnesses  to  appear,  upon  the  service  of  any  such  sub- 
poena, the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia  county, 
shall,  upon  proof  of  such  service,  issue  an  attachment 
compelling  the  appearance  of  such   witness  or  witnesses.

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"When  )iny  witness  or  witnesses  shall  appear,  but  refuse  to 
testify  before  the  said  President  or  chairman  of  Committees, 
or  either  or  any  of  them,  he  or  they  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  whereupon  the  said 
Court  shall  commit  said  witness  or  witnesses  for  con- 
tempt, and  impose  such  fine  as  in  its  discretion  shall  seem 
meet. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  chairman  or  clerk  of  such  Committee 
of  Councils  shall  have  full  and  legal  power,  upon  direction 
bj  said  Committee,  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations'  in 
all  matters  pending  before  his  Committee,  and  any  witness 
giving  false  testimony  before  such  Committee  in  such 
matters,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  in  like  manner  as  in  cases 
of  perjury  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

RESOLUTION

street  with  wooden  pavement,  from  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, That  the  Committee  of  investigation  of  bribery, 
for  paving  Broad  street  with  wooden  pavement,  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  furnish,  under  oath,

meetings  and  examined  many  witnesses,  and  submit  the 
result  of  the  examination  to  Councils,  together  with  a  reso- 
lution to  discharge  the  Committee  from  the  further  consider- 
ation of  the  subject.

J.  R.  Cantlin,  sworn:  I  am  secretary  of  department  and 
keep  the  books;  I  keep  a  ledger.  I  cannot  tell  by  books 
the  number  of  horses  purchased  by  department.  The  first 
horses  were  bought  of  old  Volunteer  Department ;  the  other 
horses  were  bought  by  the  President  of  Board  and  Mr. 
Porter,  one  of  the  Commissioners.  The  receipts  were 
handed  to  me.     The  report  of  the  board  shows  the  number 
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of  horses  purchased  ;  I  prepared  the  report.  I  have  the  book 
containing  the  number  of  horses  bought  (book  produced); 
this  book  shows  the  number  of  horses  bought  in  1871.  I 
can  produce  the  receipt  for  horses  bought  (receipt  pro- 
duced). (The  report  compared  with  clerk's  book  and  found 
correct.")  There  were  twenty-three  horses  bought  since 
January  1st,  1872.  I  cannot  tell  how  many  horses  are  on 
band  at  present.  I  have  no  account  of  moneys  for  sale  of 
horses  at  public  auction.  I  have  no  account  of  any  articles 
sold  at  public  sale.  The  articles  on  hand  are  all  in  the  re- 
port, which  I  am  ready  to  swear  to. 

J.  T.  Loudenslager,  sworn:  I  am  President  of  Board. 
1  sign  all  warrants  and  look  to  see  what  they  are  for.  I 
cannot  state  to  a  certainty  the  number  of  horses  owned  by 
the  department;  there  have  been  twenty-three  procured,  nine 
sold,  three  bartered,  and  one  died.  There  are  one  hundred 
and  eleven  horses  on  hand.  The  horses  are  employed  at 
the  different  engine  houses.  I  cannot  state  the  number  of 
horses  unfit  for  service.  It  takes  eighty  horses  to  run.  the 
department,  when  they  are  in  good  condition.  I  sold  nine 
horses  ;  one  horse  I  sold  for  $35.  The  net  proceeds  of  sale 
amounted  to  $929.25.  One  horse  was  sold  at  private  sale, 
eight  horses  at  public  sale  by  Mr.  Herkness ;  three  were 
bartered  during  1871,  none  sold.  Commissions  paid  on 
sale,  10  per  cent.  I  have  the  proceeds  on  hand.  $6,000 
was  ordered  by  the  Committee  to  be  expended  in  horses. 
I  expended  all  but  $248.75.  I  was  not  aware  of  the  law 
that  required  all  money  received  by  the  department  to  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  ;  but  I  have  learned  that  fact 
within  a  few  days  that  the  consolidation  act  required  it. 
There  was  bedding  to  the  amount  of  $175  sold  last  year. 
There  was  bedding  purchased  out  of  that  amount.  I  received 
from  Mr.  Lyndall  $92.54  for  some  odds  and  ends  that  he 
sold.  A  desk  was  purchased  out  of  it  for  $15.  The  bal- 
ance I  intend  to  pay  into  the  City  Treasury.  That  is  all  I 
know  of  that  was  sold  last  year.  I  do  not  know  who  sold 
the  manure.  The  number  of  hose  carts  owned  by  the  de- 
partment is  twenty-two  ;  besides  these  seven  of  the  old 
carts  are  in  use;  there  are  five,  one  in  each  truck  house, 
used  for  economy.  Of  the  twenty-one  others  there  are  four 
being  prepared  for  the  new  companies  going  into  service  ; 
some  are  at  the  station  house,  one  down  stairs,  one  sold  by 
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Mr.  Lyndall,  recently,  for  $60  ;  the  proceeds  banded  to  me ; 
one  hose  cart  at  No.  13  and  one  at  No.  15,  one  broken,  five 
at  Pine  street,  .five  being  repaired.  I  think  there  are 
twenty -eight  steam  engines;  seven  hook  and  ladders.  There 
are  five  trucks  and  two  in  reserve;  one  in  Queen  street,  one 
in  Twentieth  street,  one  in  Fourth  above  Vine,  one  in 
Coates  by  Twenty-first  street,  one  Norris  below  Frankford 
road,  one  at  engine  house  No.  19,  and  one  being  repaired, 
to  be  stationed  here.  There  are  five  allowed  to  the  depart- 
ment; we  have  the  extras  in  case  of  necessity.  I  do  not 
remember  the  cost  of  fitting  up  rooms  at  Fifth  and  Chest- 
nut streets.  The  old  carpet  and  furniture  at  Fifth  and. 
Chestnut  streets  is  in  the  adjoining  room. 

Joseph  K.  Lyndall,  sworn:  The  purchase  of  engines 
and  apparatus  is  made  by  the  Board.  There  were  sub- 
committees to  see  the  engines  tested,  and  they  reported  to 
the  Board  before  purchase.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  a 
committee  being  appointed  to  go.  to  New  York,  to  pur- 
chase apparatus.  The  Board  visited  New  York  to  examine 
their  department,  and  from  there  we  formed  an  idea  how 
to  work  the  department  It  was  before  our  Board  was 
organized.  We  first  went  to  the  office  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  Chief  Engineer  and  others  took  us  to  their 
private  workshops.  I  left  New  York  soon,  and  left  some 
of  the  Board  there.  I  did  not  visit  Ilartshorne  in  rela- 
tion to  trucks.  The  President  always  disposes  of  horses; 
in  other  matters  the  Board  is  always  consulted.  I  do  not 
know  if  a  record  is  kept.  The  matters  were  trifling,  and  pro- 
ceeds handed  to  the  President.  During  last  year  Dick  and 
Harry  got  the  manure,  but  this  year  we  have  some  system. 
Scott  and  Ferris  proposed  to  give  50  cents  per  horse  south  of 
Market  street.  This  was  by  action  of  the  Board.  They 
drew  a  check  to  Jacob  Loudenslager  for  $17  ;  I  think  he 
has  not  received  it  yet.  I  do  not  know  what  became  of 
the  proceeds  of  sale  last  year. 

J.  L.  Loulexslager,  re-examined:  The  purchase  of 
horses  is  not  advertised  for;  Mr.  Kendrick  looks  after  the 
horses;  I  direct  him  to  hunt  up  horses  ;  he  sees  the  parties, 
and  the  horses  are  brought  here  and  tried  in  the  appara- 
tus, with  the  understanding,  recently,  that  if  they  do  not 
suit  will  be  exchanged  for  horses  that  do.  I  have  returned 
one  horse  as  not  satisfactory,  and  am  prepared  to  return 
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another.  There  was  one  horse  returned  as  not  satisfactory, 
and  the  party  exchanged  it  upon  paying  him  $25.  Mr. 
Kendrick  is  employed  to  superintend  the  horse  department, 
and  is  paid  out  of  the  item  for  pay  of  veterinary  surgeon. 
Mr.  Kendrick  is  not  a  veterinary  surgeon  ;  there  is  no 
appropriation  for  his  pay;  he  was  paid  in  1871  out  of  item 
for  purchase  of  horses.  Joseph  Tecumseh  and  Jacob  Lev- 
ering are  the  parties  we  purchase  horses  of;  they  are  to  be 
found  at  the  fm,  Penn  Hotel,  Market  street. 

Wm.  A.  Porter,  sivorn:  I  do  not  know  of  anything 
being  sold  in  1871  and  1872  ;  every  thing  has  been  sold 
upon  authority  of  Board.  I  don't  have  control  of  any 
companies  in  particular,  but  have  charge  of  the  whole 
department.  The  apparatus  are  divided  up  into  sections  ; 
the  foremen  keep  a  detailed  statement  of  property  received 
and  sent  away. 

The  hay  is  bought  by  the  bale,  except  for  outside  com- 
panies, and  for  them  by  the  load  ;  I  think  there  are  95 
horses;  I  cannot  say  exactly  ;  all  we  have  of  the  weight 
of  hay,  is  a  certificate  that  the  hay  is  correct. 

April  30,  1872. 
Geo.  W.  Plumly,  sworn:  I  have  attended  I  think,  a 
majority  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  Originally  the 
Board  was  divided  into  committees  of  three.  Afterwards  the 
whole  Board  acted  as  a  committee.  The  committee  on 
supplies  was  originally  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Lyndall,  McCully  and  Lawrence.  The  committee 
may  have  been  in  existence  two  months  ;  they  were  author- 
ized to  make  all  purchases  ;  the  committee  on  inspection 
had  the  engines  tested  as  to  hydraulic  pressure  and  holding 
water,  and  made  their  report  to  the  Board.  I  only  visited 
the  inspection  of  the  Manayunk  and  Independence  engines 
and  they  drew  water ;  the  Independence  was  not  good  in 
suction,  but  they  deducted  $50  from  the  price;  I  do  not 
recollect  having  had  any  conversation  with  Thos.  C.  Jones 
about  the  purchase  of  Independence  hose.  We  had  to 
pay  persons  to  take  the  manure  away  from  the  houses;  I 
received  about  $100  lor  sale  of  manure  ;  the  Board  author- 
ized me  to  collect  as  much  as  possible  from  sale  of  manure 
for  incidental  expenses,  as  we  had  no  money  for  such  purpose  ; 
I  expended  it  for  refreshments  for  the  Board ;  I  received  the 
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proceeds  of  manure  from  10  or  12  companies;  it  was  sold 
for  75  cents  and  $2  per  load  ;  the  most  received  was  from 
companies  outside  of  the  city.     My  instructions  to  the  com- 
panies was  to  do  the  best  they  could  with  it;  several  com- 
panies had  to  get  persons  to  remove  it.     I  tried  to  exchange 
manure  for  straw  without  success.     I  have  no  knowledge 
of  any  commissions  received  either  directly  or  indirectly;  I 
never  sold  anything  else.    It  was  found  that  the  Board  acting 
as  a  committee  did  not  work  well,  and  it  was  changed  back 
to  the  sub-committees,  so  that  the  responsibility  could  be 
placed  somewhere.    I  never  had  anything  to  do  with  the 
buying  and  selling  of  horses;   I  went  to  look  at  them.     I 
visited  New  York  with   the  general   committee.     I    have 
been  there  since  and  looked  around.     I  had  frequent  con- 
versations relative  to  the  building  of  trucks.     I   made  no 
agreements  whatever  with   anybody  relative  to  purchasing 
trucks.     When  the  Board  concluded  to  purchase  gum  hose, 
Mr.  Lyndall  addressed  letters  to  persons  in  the  business  to 
furnish  hose,  and  the  lowest  bidder  was  taken.     I  should 
judge  that  the  hose  purchased  this  year  is  not  the  same  as 
that"5 purchased  last  year.     I  think  the  hose  this  department 
wants,  is  that  at  $1.40  or  $1.30. 

Wjl  F.  McOully,  sivom:  I  was  on  the  committee 
on  supplies  about  a  week,  and  then  I  purchased  a  plat- 
form scales,  which  are  down  stairs;  I  did  not  look  at 
the  hose  purchased  this  year.  I  deem  it  necessary  to  have 
Mr.  Kendrick  ;  he  takes  the  place  of  a  veterinary  surgeon  ; 
the  duty  of  the  hostler  is  to  take  care  of  the  horses  and 
harness;  Mr.  Kendrick  employed  a  hostler  at  $40  per 
month,  and  he  received  $1,000  per  annum,  exclusive  of  $40 
per  month  for  hostler;  Mr.  Birch  received  $1,000  a  year 
exclusive  of  medicines;  when  Mr.  Birch  was  dispensed 
with,  it  was  understood  that  he  would  be  employed  in  spe- 
cial cases. 

Henry  W.  Lawrence,  sivom:  The  Board  has  made  one 
official  visit.  I  am  a  general  attendant  at  meetings  of  the 
Board.  I  do  not  know  how  many  horses  are  in  the  de- 
partment ;  my  attention  is  given  to  real  estate  and  machin- 
ery. In  cases  of  breaks,  it  is  better  to  send  the  engines  at 
once  to  the  machine  shops.  We  have  only  a  vice,  valves, 
and  monkey  tools.  Under  the  volunteer  system,  m  case  of 
breakage,  the  engines  were  seat  to  the  machine  shops.     To 
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do  the  repairs,  this  department  would  have  to  expend  $5,000 
or  $6,000  for  tools.  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  have  a 
central  shop,  and  one  qualified  mechanic  to  superintend  it; 
it  would  save  to  the  City  probably  $15,000  per  annum.  I 
saw  four  or  five  of  the  new  hose  carts  being  repaired  at 
Gardner  &  Fleming's  ;  the  old  ones  are  stationed  at  the 
different  houses. 

Hamilton  Disston,  sworn:  I  became  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  entered  on  duty  February  1st.  I  don't  thiuk  I 
have  missed  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  1  have  taken 
home  the  books  of  the  department  to  examine  them  ;  I  have 
found  everything  straight  since  I  have  been  a  member. 

James  Patterson,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  company 
No.  1  ;  I  have  charge  of  eleven  men.  I  keep  a  book  (book 
produced).  I  have  been  foreman  since  March  15th,  1871. 
I  keep  daily  and  monthly  accounts.  1  have  steam  engine, 
hosecart,  three  horses,  twelve  hundred  feet  gum  hose, 
Jones'  coupling,  harness,  single  and  double  set,  hose  pipes. 
I  keep  an  account  of  hay  and  grain  coming  into  the  house. 
The  first  seven  or  eight  months  I  used  the  Franklin's  large 
leather  hose ;  I  now  use  the  gum  hose  ;  I  like  it  well ;  I 
have  no  leaks  on  the  line;  I  have  two  of  the  horses  I  com- 
menced with.  I  got  a  black  horse  in  place  of  one  injured 
at  fire  of  bone  establishment.  I  have  a  new  set  of  harness, 
in  place  of  old  set  being  repaired  ;  I  got  it  January  18th, 
1872.  I  got  no  new  harness  in  1871.  The  doctor  has  been 
several  times  to  see  the  horses,  but  they  have  been  very 
well.  I  received  $1  per  load  for  the  manure,  and  spent 
it  for  nicknacks  about  the  house.  I  hardly  make  a  load 
of  manure  in  three  weeks.  I  did  not  keep  any  account  of 
the  receipt  of  money,  1  bought  lime,  soft  soap,  paper, 
envelopes,  and  paid  for  horse  shoes.  The  junitress  receives 
$10  per  month  ;  she  keeps  the  house  clean  and  makes  the 
beds.  I  had  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  of  screw  hose 
first ;  I  sent  it  to  Eckfeldt's  to  get  oiled,  six  or  seven  months 
ago. 

John  Jacoby,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  2.  I  com- 
menced with  the  new  department.  I  take  charge  of  the 
apparatus,  house  and  men.  I  examine  my  own  books  to  see 
if  my  accounts  are  correct.  I  keep  roll  of  the  fires.  I  have 
engine,  hose  cart,  and  fixings  connected  with  it ;  I  have 
twelve  hundred  and  thirty-two  feet  of  gum  hose,  Jones'  coup- 
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lings,  I  first  had  leather  hose.  The  leather  hose  I  took  to 
tbe°Pine  street  storehouse.  I  have  three  horses,  two  sets 
harness,  and  two  old  sets  for  emergency — two  cart  sets.  I 
have  had  one  horse  exchanged  ;  he  was  not  sound.  I  re- 
ceived $14  for  manure;  T  spent  it  for  articles  I  could  not 
get  at  storehouse.  The  Commissioners  since  directed  me 
to  send  manure  to  wharf,  and  I  received  seven  tickets  for 
it,  which  I  gave,  I  think,  to  Mr.  Cantlin. 

Thomas  L.  Senatz,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  3.  I 
have  steamer,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  four  sets  harness — one 
spare  set,  fifteen  hundred  feet  gum  hose.  I  had  leather 
hose  first.  I  had  sixteen  hundred  feet  of  leather  hose — 
returned  to  storehose.  I  received  §13  for  manure,  which  I 
spent  about  the  house.  Since  February  a  man  comes  and 
takes  it  away.  I  have  had  nine  different  horses  since  I 
started.  I  keep  an  account  of  horse  shoeing;  two  hundred 
and  three  shoes,  and  twenty-three  sharpened,  from  March 
to  April. 

Hugh  McCltntock,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  4.  I 
have  a  steam  engine,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  three  sets  of 
harness,  eight  hundred  and  eighty  feet  gum  hose,  six 
hundred  and  nine  feet  leather  hose,  two  hose  pipes.  A  month 
or  two  ago,  leather  hose  sent  to  be  repaired.  I  may  have  re- 
ceived for  manure  $15  or  $20,  which  I  spent  for  things  about 
the  house.  1  received  orders  this  year  to  give  it  to  certain 
parties.  I  receive  money  for  manure  and  not  tickets.  We 
get  50  cents,  75  cents,  and  $L  per  load.  The  horses  are 
shoed  once  a  month,  and  sometimes  ofiener.  The  engine 
horses  are  the  same.  I  have  had  four  different  horses  for 
hose  cart.     I  send  a  requisition  for  feed. 

Isaac  J.  Brown,  Jr.,  sworn:  1  am  foreman  of  No.  5.  I 
have  steam  engine,  hose  carriage,  eighteen  hundred  feet  of 
leather  hose,  three  horses,  and  sometimes  an  extra  horse, 
double  set  and  single  set  harness.  I  have  been  foreman  since 
August  1st,  1871.  I  have  received  $5  for  manure.  I  got 
$1  dollar  per  load.  The  driver  sold  it  before  the  first  of  the 
year.  I  spent  the  proceeds  for  necessary  articles  about  the 
house.  I  got  a  horse  in  place  of  a  sick  one  ;  the  sick  horse 
I  turned  in. 

Geo.  H.  Kohensperger,  sworn :  I  am  foreman  of  No.  6. 
I  have  hose  cart,  steamer,  and  supply  wagon,  three  horses. 
Supply  wagon    used    in  case  of   big  fire.     Fourteen  hun- 
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dred  feet  of  gum  hose.  I  had  sixteen  hundred  feet;  one 
hundred  feet  has  been  returned,  and  one  hundred  feet  being 
repaired.  I  received  gum  hose  in  May  last.  I  returned 
seven  hundred  feet  of  leather  hose  to  storehouse.  I  received 
nothing  for  manure ;  I  am  obliged  to  give  it  away.  My 
horses  have  been  changed  about  a  dozen  times.  We  attend 
about  eleven  fires  a  month.  Dr.  Birch  came  and  furnished 
medicine  on  different  occasions.  We  sent  the  horses  to 
Nolen's  to  be  shoed. 

T.  Ellwood  Castor,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  7.  I 
have  two  hose  carriages,  three  horses,  nine  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  of  leather  hose.  I  returned  some  nine  sections  of 
bursted  hose.  My  steamer  has  been  away  some  five  months. 
I  had  no  sick  horses  in  1871 ;  one  sick  horse  in  1872.  I 
sold  the  manure ;  some  portion  of  the  proceeds  I  returned, 
some  I  used.  I  received  for  two-horse  loads  from  $3  to  $3.50. 
I  spent  the  money  for  lumber  and  filling  up  yard.  The 
money  I  returned  I  sent  to  Mr.  Plumly ;  I  kept  no  account 
of  it. 

Geo.  W.  Plumly,  re-examined :  None  of  the  leather  hose 
has  been  sold ;  each  truck  house  has  a  line  of  leather  hose. 

May  3,  1872. 

J.  R.  Cantlix,  re-examined :  I  made  the  annual  report 
from  the  item  and  bill  books. 

The  books  of  the  Secretary  were  referred  to  a  sub-com- 
mittee, who  subsequently  reported  that  the  books  were 
correct. 

Henry  H.  Smith,  sivorn :  I  am  foreman  of  No.  8.  I 
have  steam  engine,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  three  sets  har- 
ness, sixteen  hundred  feet  gum  hose;  I  at  first  had  leather 
hose,  which  was  returned  to  storehouse  on  Pine  street.  I 
have  two  of  the  original  horses ;  one  spare  horse,  one  sick 
horse  down  stairs.  I  have  two  new  bridles.  My  engine 
has  had  new  flues  put  in. 

Joseph  B.  Maxwell,  sworn :  I  am  foreman  of  No.  9 ;  I 
have  been  since  the  17th  of  last  month.  I  received  a  book 
from  late  foreman ;  it  was  a  roll  book.  I  have  one  engine, 
one  hose  carriage,  three  horses,  three  sets  of  harness,  and 
about  nine  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  leather  hose. 

Joseph  H.  Dallas,  sworn:  1  am  foreman  of  No.  10.  I 
have  one  engine,  one  hose  cart,  three  horses,  two  double 
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sets  and  one  single  set  harness;  between  twenty-two  hundred 
and  twenty-three  hundred  feet  of  leather  hose.  1  have  same 
horses,  except  cart  horse,  which  was  returned  to  storehouse. 

Ellwood  J.  Toomky,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  11.  I 
have  one  steam  engine,  one  hose  cart,  three  horses,  one 
single  set  harness,  one  new  double  set  and  one  old  double 
set ;  fourteen  hundred  feet  gum  hose  ;  I  had  not  quite  eleven 
hundred  feet  leather  hose,  which  I  returned  to  station  No. 
10.  My  engine  was  overhauled  at  Ilydraulio  Works.  Be- 
fore the  first  of  the  year  I  had  a  horse  exchanged.  I  have 
sold  manure,  the  proceeds  of  which  I  spent  for  articles 
about  the  house. 

Mr.  Maxwell,  re-examined :  There  are  three  horses  there 
now;  there  was  another  horse  there  said  to  belong  to  Mr. 
Butler. 

John  Ronley,  sivorn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  12.  I  have 
one  engine,  one  hose  carriage,  three  horses,  three  sets  har- 
ness, twelve  hundred  feet  gum  hose;  I  had  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  leather  hose,  which  I  returned  to  storehouse. 
I  had  engine  repaired  at  Hydraulic  Works. 

John  A.  Mecke,  siuom:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  13.  I 
have  steam  engine,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  one  double  and 
one  single  set  harness,  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  feet  gum 
hose. 

Joseph  H.  Comly,  Jr.,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  14. 
I  have  two  engines,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  three  sets  har- 
ness, nine  hundred  and  fifty  feet  leather  hose.  The  manure 
was  sold,  and  the  proceeds  spent  about  the  house. 

Andrew  J.  Snyder,  sivorn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  15.  I 
have  hose  cart,  steam  engine,  three  horses,  fifteen  hundred 
feet  gum  hose,  one  double  set  and  one  single  set  harness.  I 
have  received  $15.75  for  manure,  and  returned  $8.75 ;  the 
balance  I  spent  for  things  about  the  house. 

Geo.  W.  Evans,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  16.  I  have 
engine,  hose  carriage,  three  horses,  one  double  and  one 
single  set  of  harness,  fifteen  hundred  feet  gum  hose  ;  I  had 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight  feet  leather  hose,  which  I 
returned  to  storehouse. 

John  C.Jeffries,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  17.  I 
have  the  old  Good  Will  Engine,  three  horses.  I  had  leather 
hose,  which  I  returned  to  the  department. 

Benjamin  E.  Woodhouse,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No. 
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18.  I  have  steam  engine,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  fifteen 
hundred  feet  of  gum  hose.  I  had  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  of  leather  hose,  which  I  returned.  The  gum  hose  is 
the  best.  I  received  $8.25  for  fourteen  loads  of  manure, 
which  I  expended  for  articles  about  the  house.  I  got  new 
harness  for  engine  horses  in  1871. 

The  foreman  of  No.  19  was  not  present.  The  chairman 
stated  that  he  was  at  the  engine  house,  and  he  was  informed 
that  the  foreman  was  on  a  spree. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  stated  that  they  had 
suspended  him. 

David  Mort,  sivorn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  20.  I  have 
three  horses,  one  engine,  one  hose  cart,  fifteen  hundred  feet 
of  gum  hose;  I  had  leather  hose  which  I  returned  to  Hope 
Hose  house. 

James  C.  Baxter,  Jr.,  sworn:  I  am  foreman  of  No.  21. 
I  have  steam  engine,  hose  cart,  three  horses,  fifteen  hundred, 
feet  of  gum  hose,  two  sets  double  harness,  and  one  single 
set,  one  old  and  one  new  set.  I  had  new  set  of  flues  put 
in  at  Hydraulic  Works.  I  have  two  old  engine  horses  and 
one  new  cart  horse. 

John  J.  Tilbet,  sivorn :   I  am  foreman  of  No.  22.     I  have 
steam  engine,  hose  cart,  sixteen  hundred   feet  gum  hose, 
three  horses  and  necessary  harness.     I  received  about  $14 
or  $16  for  manure,  and  spent  it  in  buying  little  articles  for  the ; 
house.     I  have  shoes  re-examined  about  every  two  weeks. 

Mr.  McCandless,  sivorn:  I  am  a  drayman.  I  sold  thirty- 
four  horses  to  the  department.  I  received  $9,500.  The 
horses  ranged  from  $265  to  $300;  sold  from  March  1st  to 
May  20th.  They  paid  me  $5  for  each  horse.  I  am  a  pretty 
good  judge  of  horses.  I  bought  and  paid  for  them  with 
money  received  by  Mr.  Porter.  I  bought  in  West  Phila- 
delphia and  other  places.  I  was  appointed  by  resolution 
of  Board.  I  made  a  report  of  their  condition.  They  em- 
ployed me  as  an  expert.  I  have  been  drayman  for  ten 
years.  I  did  not  receive  any  compensation  of  the  seller.  I 
received  $2.50  for  each  horse  by  resolution  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Jesse  Kramer,  sworn:  I  am  employed  conditionally 
with  Mr.  Addis  in  the  flour  business.  I  sold  one  bale  of 
straw  to  a  steamer  in  Frank  ford.  I  got  the  pay  from 
Mr.  Earl.     I  bought  the  straw  and  paid  for  it.     Mr.  Addis 
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agreed  to  furnish  mc  stuff  if  I  would  take  my  trade  there. 
The  Fire  Commissioners  notified  me  that  I  could  supply  a 
number  of  steamers.  I  accepted  the  first  order,  and  found 
I  cound  not  serve  them  and  wait  for  the  money.  I  trans- 
ferred the  voucher  for  bale  of  straw  to  Mr.  Earl.  I  do 
not  know  of  any  feed  going  from  Mr.  Addis'  store  to  the 
Fire  Department.  I  bought  the  bale  from  Mr.  Addis  and 
paid  him  for  it. 

Francis  M.  Earl,  sworn:  I  am  in  the  flour  and  feed 
business,  611  Otis  street.  I  commenced  last  March  to  fur- 
nish feed  to  the  Fire  Department.  1  supply  Nos  7,  14,  13, 
18,  0,  and  truck  "A."  I  furnish  at  market  rates.  Mr. 
Addis  is  brother-in-law  of  mine.  Nobody  is  interested 
with  me  in  the  contracts.  I  simply  paid  Mr.  Kreamer  the 
amount  of  the  voucher.  I  never  solicited  Mr.  Addis  to 
furnish  my  name  to  the  department. 

Mr.  Addis,  s w orn:  Shortly  after  I  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  one  of  the  Commissioners  said  I  could 
have  some  of  the  trade  of  the  department.  I  refused,  and 
thev  asked  me  if  I  had  a  friend.  I  referred  them  to  Jesse 
Kreamer  ;  he  told  me  a  few  days  afterwards  that  he  had  re- 
ceived an  order  for  a  bale  of  straw  for  Frankford  company. 
A  short  time  afterwards,  he  informed  me  that  he  could  not 
serve  the  department  on  account  of  the  delay  in  payment. 
Mr.  Porter  asked  me  if  I  could  not  recommend  somebody 
else,  and  I  referred  him  to  Mr.  Earl.  I  received  no  com- 
missions in  any  way.  Since  this  investigation  I  have  been 
threatened  that  if  1  did  not  withdraw  from  this  investiga- 
tion I  would  be  attacked.  I  was  threatened  by  outside 
parties  that  came  to  me  from  members  of  Councils.  I  have 
felt  that  I  have  been  doing  no  more  than  my  duty.  If  the 
department  is  innocent,  I  will  be  satisfied.  I  don't  like  to 
name  a  Commissioner  who  threatened  me.  Mr.  Flumly 
stated  to  me  last  Sunday  that  I  was  the  whole  cause  of  the 
investigation,  and  if  I  did  not  stop  it,  I  would  be  exposed. 

Joiin  Williams,  sworn:  I  purchased  horses  from  the 
Fire  Department.  Two  horses  I  bought  January,  1871;  a 
bay  horse  for  $170.  About  two  weeks  afterwards  I  bought 
horses  from  Mr.  Lyndall,  $112.50.  During  the  year  1571, 
the  horse  at  $170  was  a  good  horse.  lie  ran  away  and 
broke  a  wagon  up.  The  two  horses  are  good  ones.  They 
suit  me.

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Joseph  R.  Lyndall,  re-examined:  Isold  two  horses.  I  re- 
ceived $175  for  one  and  $75  or  $70  for  another.  I  paid  the 
money  to  Captain  Loudenslager.  (An  account  current 
shown  to  Mr.  Lyndall.) 

Q.  What  do  you  know  about  it? 

A.  I  don't  think  the  second  horse  brought  $112.  The 
first  horse  brought  $170.  In  the  $112  there  must  have 
been  something  else  included.  I  received  the  money  and 
paid  it  over  to  the  President  of  the  Board. 

W.  H.  Fillmyer,  sworn:  I  know  of  the  sale  of  the  Globe 
Engine.  I  am  secretary,  but  was  not  when  the  engine  was 
sold.  I  have  the  books  here.  (The  books  produced.)  The 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  sale  of  the  engines  of  March 
2d,  1871,  read  from  the  minutes.  Committee  reported  that 
they  had  sold  the  engine  for  $2,500,  and  carriage  for  $150. 
The  committee  reported  that  they  would  have  to  pay  $500 
to  make  the  negotiation. 

James  L.  Cooper,  sworn:  I  wrote  the  minutes  of  the 
company.  I  wrote  all  the  minutes  for  five  years.  (The 
report  produced  and  read.)  The  cash  book  showed  that 
$2,150  was  paid  over  to  the  company.  I  don't  know 
what  became  of  the  $550.  Mr.  Hazlett  was  removed  from 
the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  company  because  the  company 
was  dissatisfied.  At  the  time  he  was  treasurer,  he  was 
considered  beyond  reproach.  The  company  was  lead  to 
believe  that  the  City  would  not  purchase  the  engine  unless 
these  parties  were  paid  $500.  The  foreman  came  after  the 
engine  and  we  would  not  let  him  have  it.  Mr.  Castor,  the 
foreman  of  No.  7,  came  after  it,  and  brought  an  order  from 
the  Commissioners.  It  was  stated  publicly  at  the  meet- 
ing that  the  $500  had  to  be  paid.  I  believe  he  told  the 
truth  when  he  said  he  had  to  pay  the  $500.  When  Mr. 
Hazlett  was  asked  by  the  company  who  the  party  was  that 
was  to  receive  the  $500,  he  refused  to  tell. 

Horace  A.  Steever,  sworn:  I  was  not  one  of  the  com- 
mittee, but  a  member  of  the  company  ;  and  in  looking  over 
the  books  about  the  first  of  the  year,  it  came  to  my  notice. 
I  noticed  that  the  company  was  short  $550.  It  has  not 
been  made  good.  The  minutes  showed  that  the  money  had 
been  paid.  There  was  a  balance  of  a  few  dollars  in  his 
favor.  The  minutes  showed  that  the  company  received 
$150  for  the  hose  cart.     He  bought  the  engine  house  from 
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the  committee  and  tried  to  make  them  take  it  baek.  The 
company  believed  that  he  had  to  pay  $500  to  somebody  to 
effect  a  sale  of  the  steamer.  My  opinion  is  that  whoever 
got  the  $500,  he  got  a  part  of  it.  I  don't  think  he  got  it 
all,  but  it  is  possible.  I  stated  to  Mr.  Addis  that  I  wished 
the  matter  brought  before  this  investigating  committee. 
I  met  Mr.  Addis  in  the  street,  and  he  asked  me  what  the 
company  got  for  their  steamer,  and  I  replied  that  I  wanted 
to  see  him  about  it.  I  told  Mr.  Addis  that  if  he  did  not 
bring  the  matter  before  the  committee,  I  would.  I  am  a 
tax  payer,  and  I  would  like  to  see  City  affairs  conducted 
economically. 

'  Joseph  R.  Lyndall,  re-examined :  One  of  the  horses  I 
sold  had  broken  every  thing  he  had  been  hitched  to,  and 
the  other  horse  nearly  broke  the  supply  wagon.  The 
Board  knew  of  the  sale  of  the  horses.  The  Board  selected 
the  engines  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Lovegrove,  Boiler  In- 
spector. The  propositions  to  sell  were  first  made  by  the 
companies,  and  then  we  visited  them.  The  whole  Board 
made  the  purchases. 

J.  L.  Lotjdenslager,  re-examined :  The  Globe  was  a 
suitable  engine.  On  the  formation  of  the  Board,  the  Presi- 
dent announced  his  committees,  three  for  each  committee; 
immediately  afterwards  the  whole  Board  acted  as  the  com- 
mittees ;  it  was  by  the  Board  that  the  veterinary  surgeon 
was  selected  for  one  month,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $500 
per  annum. 

Geo.  W.  Kendrick,  Sr.,  sioorn :  I  was  first  employed  by 
the  department.  At  the  last  meeting  they  made  me  doctor 
and  attendant  of  the  horses.  I  was  engaged  before  at  no 
permanent  salary.  I  charged  what  I  thought  my  services 
were  worth.  In  May  last  I  first  bought  horses  for  them. 
I  received  a  note  from  Mr.  Loudenslager,  to  call  and  see 
him  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  horses.  My  instructions 
were  to  buy  such  horses  as  would  suit  the  department,  and 
1  did  so.  I  cannot  tell  how  many  I  sold  them  or  purchased 
for  them,  I  kept  a  record.  I  think,  in  all  probability,  I  pur- 
chased four  pair  or  more.  Some  paid  as  high  as  $600  per 
pair,  and  some  as  low  as  $500.  I  was  allowed  two-and-a- 
balf  per  cent  on  some  of  them ;  some  were  my  own.  I 
received  it  by  making  a  bill  for  the  department,  and  Con- 
troller approved  the   bill.     I  have  been  in  the  horse  busi- 
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ness  over  forty  years.  I  have  given  horses  a  great  deal  of 
attention.  At  2|  per  cent,  amounted  to  $83,  for  last 
riibhth.  I  gave  $10  per  week  for  hostler's  help.  I  was 
authorized  by  Messrs.  Loudenslager  and  Lyndall  to  employ 
the  man.  I  am  now  to  receive  $1,000  per  annum.  The 
horses  sold  were  condemned  by  me,  and  Mr.  Loudenslager 
directed  me  to  have  them  sold  by  Mr.  Herkness.  The 
horses  were  sold  low  here.  The  horses  brought  more  than 
they  were  worth.  I  think  seven  horses  were  sold  there  and 
one  here  ;  he  was  a  worn  out  horse  ;  he  brought  $35.  One 
horse  at  the  bazaar  brought  over  $500.  None  before  that 
to  my  knowledge  was  sold  at  private  sale.  There  were 
some  horses  bought  that  I  did  not  know  of  till  they  were 
brought  here.  I  think  I  sold  seven  or  eight  horses  of  my 
own.  The  horse  that  brought  $200  was  sold  because  he 
was  balkey  and  lame.  I  traded  two  horses  for  the  depart- 
ment;  it  was  an  even  swap.  Mr.  Loudenslager  bought 
the  pair  of  grays  within  three  months.  I  passed  my 
opinion  on  them.  If  they  were  not  according  to  contract, 
ti  ey  were  to  be  exchanged.  I  consider  the  horses  of  No. 
23  to  be  proper  horses,  but  on  account  of  the  engine  being 
large  they  would  not  do.  They  went  first  to  No.  6  and 
they  liked  them,  but  they  were  turned  in  with  sore  necks; 
they  complained  that  they  could  not  beat  No.  21,  that  was 
all  that  was  the  matter.  I  told  the  parties  to  bring  them  to 
the  storehouse,  and  Mr.  Loudenslager  bought  them.  None 
of  the  horses  that  were  condemned  were  bought  by  me.  I 
have  received  two  bills;  one  did  not  get  through.  On  the 
last  bill  I  received  $83,  and  man  $10  per  week.  I  received 
nothing  but  what  my  bills  called  for.  I  receive  nothing 
but  what  I  got  for  the  sale  of  the  horses. 
Proposals  of  Globe  Engine,  read  as  follows  : 
Steam  engine,  $3,000;  hose  carriage,  $200;  hose,  $500 ; 
harness,  $50. 

liny  17,  1872. 
Andrew  TIazlett,  sworn:  I  was  treasurer  of  the  Globe 
Engine  for  three  or  four  years;  left  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1871  ;  relieved  in  1872.  I  was  one  of  the  committee  on 
the  sale  of  the  Globe  Engine,  and  J.  W.  Clark  and  Jacob 
Eorhman.  I  was  fully  empowered  to  sell  to  best  advan- 
tage. I  received  $2,500,  and  returned  from  sale  $2,000.  I 
used  $500  on  sale  of  engine.     I  decline  to  state  who  re- 
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ceived  the  $500.  It  was  private  business  between  myself 
and  the  company.  I  did  not  keep  the  $500,  and  decline  to 
state  who  received  it.  I  had  no  transactions  with  the  Com- 
missioners, except  to  send  to  them  the  estimates.  I  know  all 
the  Commissioners.  I  received  the  warrant  from  the  Com- 
missioners for  $2,500;  $2,000  was  retained  by  me  for  the 
company.  1  did  not  pay  any  portion  of  the  $500  to  the 
Commissioners,  or  any  officer  or  member  connected  with 
the  department.  No  portion  went  to  the  secretary,  chief, 
or  assistant  engineer.  The  reason  I  decline#  to  answer  is 
between  me  and  the  company,  and  not  with  the  Commis- 
sioners. The  day  the  engine  was  tried  all  the  Commis- 
sioners were  present,  and  no  conversation  took  place. 
Messrs.  Loudenslager,  Porter,  and  Lawrence  were  pres«  nt. 
1  keep  a  bank  account.  I  did  not  draw  a  check  for  $500 
within  a  few  days  after  the  sale.  The  first  estimate  I  put 
in  was  $3,000,  and  $250  for  the  carriage.  I  was  informed 
by  the  Commissioners  that  I  would  have  to  put  in  a  lower 
estimate,  and  then  I  put  in  for  the  engine  $2,500  and  $200 
for  the  carriage.  Nobody  but  the  committee  knew  what 
became  of  the  $500.  They  donated  to  the  committee  $25, 
in  consideration  of  the  sale. 

(The  report  of  the  committee  shown  witness.) 

Q.    Was  that  report  made  by  you  ? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

No  member  of  Council  was  interested  in  the  $500.  I 
don't  think  the  tax  payers  were  robbed  by  not  getting  the 
$500.  I  never  told  the  company  who  I  paid  the  $500  to. 
I  refused  to  tell  them.  I  sold  the  steamer  to  the  Commis- 
sioners and  received  the  warrant.  I  was  informed  first  that 
the  engine  was  thrown  out,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  paid  the 
$500.  The  Commissioners  took  possession  after  I  got  the 
warrant.  I  did  not  keep  the  money  for  myself.  I  decline 
to  answer  who  the  person  was  that  informed  me  that  the 
engine  was  thrown  out.  I  have  seen  some  of  the  Commis- 
sioners since  I  was  subpoenaed  to  attend  this  committee. 

Henry  L.  Wistabt, sworn:  Was  president  of  the  Globe 
Engine  when  they  first  proposed  to  sell  the  engine.  We 
wanted  $3,000.  Mr.  llazlett  was  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee, and  said  we  could  not  get  that  much.  The  com- 
mittee made  report  that  they  could  get  $2,500,  by  paying 
$500  to  some  party.     Some  member  insisted  on  being  in- 
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formed  who  the  party  was  that  wanted  $500.  The  company 
donated  $25.  He  stated  that  he  had  to  pay  $500  to  a  party, 
but  who  the  party  was  he  would  not  tell.  I  objected  to 
receiving  the  report,  but  Mr.  Hazlett  had  a  majority,  and 
carried  it.  I  have  no  knowledge  as  to  who  the  party  was 
that  received  the  $500.  I  was  not  present  at  any  time 
when  the  engine  was  sold.  The  committee  reported  that 
they  could  not  get  $3,000,  but  that  they  could  get  $2,500 
by  paying  $500.  The  company  authorized  the  committee 
to  sell  the  engine  for  $2,000.  The  company  got  the  $2,000, 
but  could  not  tell  where  the  $500  went  to.  I  think  we 
ought  to  have  got  $3,000  for  the  engine. 

Mr.  Hazlktt,  re-examined :  I  decline  to  answer  who  in- 
formed me  that  it  was  thrown  out  at  $2,500.  It  was  not 
the  Boiler  Inspector.  It  was  not  paid  by  any  one  connected 
with  the  Globe  Engine. 

Mr.  Plumly,  re-examined:  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
purchase  of  the  Globe  Engine,  except  voting  in  the  Board 
to  purchase  her. 

Mr.  Porter,  re-examined :  I  had  no  conversation  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Globe;  she  was  taken  on  the  approval  of  tho 
Boiler  Inspector;  she  was  not  thrown  out  to  my  knowl- 
edge at  $2,500. 

Mr.  Lotjdenslager,  re-examined :  I  had  nothing  to  do  any 
more  than  any  other  member,  except  in  open  meeting,  to 
purchase  steam  engines.  Commencsd  with  twenty-eight 
hose  carriages,  in  their  original  state.  The  springs  of  the 
bells  were  sold;  I  received  $9-i  from  Mr.  Lyndall ;  I  don't 
know  how  many  bells  were  sold.  A  week  or  so  elapsed  from 
the  time  the  bids  were  opened  till  the  award  was  made. 
(Loose  statement  was  produced  of  a  statement  of  sales,  &c.)  It 
is  in  my  own  handwriting,  copied  from  my  private  account. 
I  think  I  stated  I  received  from  Mr.  Lyndall,  for  sale  of 
horses,  $70  and  $112. 

Mr.  Lyndall,  re-examined :  There  were  some  bells  and 
springs  sold  ;  the  bells  were  sold  at  $5  apiece  ;  I  don't  know 
how  many  were  sold. 

Mr.  Loudenslager,  re-examined :  I  don't  know  of  any 
horse  being  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  fire  purposes. 
I  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Boston  ;  he  takes  care  of  a 
horse  appropriated  to  my  use;  he  is  subject  to  the  use  of  the 
department ;  I  drive  the  horse  sometimes ;    Mr.  Boston  ex- 
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ereises  him.  Mr.  Boston  don't  drive  anybody  to  the  Pane 
to  my  knowledge.     He  is  the  storekeeper. 

Mr.  Hazlett,  re-examined.  Q.  Was  the  person  who  told 
you  that  the  bid  of  the  Globe  Engine  was  thrown  out  in 
the  employ  of  the  Commissioners,  or  in  any  way  connected 
with  them  ? 

A.  He  was  not  connected  with  the  Globe  Engine ;  I 
decline  to  answer  what  his  business  is,  or  where  he  lives; 
he  lives  in  the  city. 

June  11,  1872. 
The  Messenger  of  Common  Council  stated  that  he  had 
served  a  subpoena  upon  Terrence  McCusker,  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Cusker  replied  that  he  had  told  Mr.  Marcus  and  Mr.  Addis 
that  if  he  could  be  of  any  interest  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, he  would  appear.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Marcus,  the 
taking  of  the  testimony  closed. 

November  20,  1872. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Downing  the  investigation  was  re- 
opened for  the  purpose  of  examining  witnesses. 

"W.  Elwood  Rowan,  sworn  :  I  was  acting  as  Chairman  of 
-the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  in  the  year  1872.  Mr. 
Addis  approached  me  in  relation  to  selling  feed  to  the  de- 
partment. He  came  to  me  to  get  my  influence  with  the 
department,  to  enable  him  to  furnish  feed.  I  never  said 
anything  about  it,  but  took  the  Digest  and  showed  him  the 
law  preventing  members  of  Councils  from  furnishing  sup- 
plies to  the  City.  I  showed  him  Purdou's  Digest  in  the 
clerk's  office. 

Mr.  Addis,  sworn:  Mr.  Rowan  and  I  once  had  a  conver- 
sation in  relation  to  feed  ;  I  think  it  was  directly  alter  he 
was  appointed  chairman;  I  asked  him  who  served  the  feed. 
It  was  given  out  to  three  or  four  persons,  but  he  was  in 
favor  of  advertising  for  feed.  He  asked  me  if  I  would  not 
give  him  the  wholesale  price  for  feed,  so  that  he  might 
know  whether  the  bills  were  correct  when  they  came  up 
before  the  committee.  He  wanted  me  to  go  to  the  Con- 
troller's office  and  look  over  the  bills;  he  wanted  to  know 
whether  they  were  charging  too  much.  Mr.  Rowan  never 
showed  me  Purdon's  Digest.     He  told   me  he  was  opposed 
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to  the  Commission,  and  thought  it  ought  to  be  abolished.  I 
have  an  Ordinance  that  he  prepared  to  abolish  the  com- 
mission. 

Mr.  Rowan,  re-examined :  I  went  to  Mr.  Addis  during 
Mr.  Shane's  sickness.  During  the  time  I  was  chairman  no 
bills  came  before  me,  and  therefore  I  had  no  chance  to 
know  the  price  of  oats.  Tt  was  in  1872,  shortly  after  I  was 
appointed  chairman.  The  only  business  that  came  before 
me  was  the  appointment  of  sub-committees.  I  made  the 
statement  to  Mr.  Marcus  that  I  did  not  know  where  the 
reform  came  in  in  appointing  Mr.  Addis  chairman.  1  never 
stated  that  Mr.  Addis  served  the  department  with  feed. 

Mr.  Plumly,  re-examined:  I  know  of  orders  that  were 
sent  to  Mr.  Addis'  pTace  for  feed.  It  was  generally  under- 
stood among  the  Commissioners  that  it  came  from  Mr.  Addis, 
through  Mr.  Kreamer,  in  his  employ.  I  don't  know  that 
feed  came  from  Mr.  Addis'  place.  The  order  was  sent  to 
his  store.  The  foreman  receipted  for  the  goods  in  Frank- 
ford.  I  was  not  present  when  Mr.  Kreamer  was  present 
here.  I  don't  remember  when  Capt.  Loudenslager  and  I 
were  in  the  room  and  the  Commissioners  offered  to  sell  Mr. 
Addis  feed,  and  I  replied  that  T  could  not  serve  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee.  Mr.  Addis  spoke  about  the  matter 
of  furnishing  feed,  and  it  was  changed  from  Kreamer  to 
Earl.  It  was  done  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Addis.  It  was 
changed  from  Kreamer  to  Earl  without  my  knowledge, 
although  I  was  one  of  the  committee  on  supplies.  This 
department  has  not  given  orders  to  any  of  the  chairmen  of 
the  committees. 

Mr.  Lyndall,  reexamined:  It  is  my  signature  to  the 
requisition.  I  was  under  the  impression  that  Mr.  Kreamer 
furnished  the  supplies,  ft  was  done  under  a  resolution  of 
the  committee  on  supplies. 

November  27,  1872. 
Mr.  Lyndall,  re-examined:  Book  produced.  Kreamer's 
name  on  fly  leaf.  It  was  changed  to  Earl,  because  it  was 
reported  in  the  committee  on  supplies  that  Mr.  Addis  was 
interested.  I  have  no  evidence  of  it  being  the  fact.  I  do 
not  know  that  Mr.  Kreamer  was  connected  with  Mr.  Addis 
in  business.  I  don't  think  Kreamer  could  be  selling  longer 
than  a  month.     I  was  ordered  by  the  committee  that  the 
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requisitions  were  given  to  Mr.  Kreamer.  I  have  no  evidence 
that  Mr.  Addis  was  interested.  Mr.  Plumly  was  mistaken 
in  what  he  said. 

Mr.  Plumly,  re-examined :  The  change  from  Mr.  Kreamer 
to  Mr.  Earl  was  done  in  secret.  Mr.  Koons  had  charge  of 
the  books  at  the  time. 

Mr.  McCully,  sworn:  I  have  heard  of  Mr.  Kreamer  ;  I 
don't  know  him.  I  do  not  know  of  any  connection  between 
Mr.  Addis  and  Mr.  Kreamer.  'Mr.  Nagle  came  to  me  about 
a  discrepancy  in  the  bill.  There  was  a  mistake  of  ten 
cents.  When  I  went  to  the  door,  Mr.  Addis  was  on  the 
pavement.  Mr.  Addis  never  approached  me  about  any  bill. 
I  have  heard  of  conversation  in  the  Board,  that  Earl  and 
Kreamer  were  furnishing  feed  to  the  Board  in  the  interest 
of  Mr.  Addis. 

Mr:  Loudenslager,  re-examined ':  I  do  not  know  an}'- 
thing  of  my  knowledge  of  Mr.  Addis  or  Mr.  Kreamer  fur- 
nishing feed;  all  I  know  that  Mr.  Kreamer's  name  was  on 
the  bill.  No  outside  persons  interceded  in  behalf  of  Mr. 
Addis,  to  furnish  feed. 

Mr.  Disston,  re-examined :  As  one  of  the  committee  on 
supplies,  it  was  on  my  motion  that  the  furnishing  of  feed 
was  given  to  Mr.  Kreamer.  I  wanted  my  friend  to  have 
the  furnishing  of  feed,  and  some  one  remarked  that  it  was 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  City,  and  Mr.  Kreamer  being  in 
the  upper  part,  could  furnish  it.  I  don't  know  why  the 
change  from  Kreamer  to  Earl  was  made.  I  made  the 
motion  at  a  regular  meeting,  to  give  the  supplies  to  Mr. 
Kreamer.  I"  think  Mr.  Plumly  was  not  present.  I  know 
that  Mr.  Lyndall  was  present. 

Mr.  Addis,  re-examined:  I  remember,  last  summer,  this 
whole  matter  was  brought  forward.  It  was  on  the  evening 
of  May  10th.  A  few  days  before  May  10th,  I  met  Mr. 
Plumly  on  the  street  in  reference  to  the  investigation.  Mr. 
Plumly  said  that  I  was  the  cause  of  the  investigation,  and 
he  knew  that  I  had  furnished  feed,  and  if  this  was  not 
stopped,  I  would  be  exposed.  I  went  to  the  office,  and  Mr. 
Downing  spoke  of  Mr.  Earl  and  Mr.  Kreamer,  and  I  met 
Dr.  Burnell,  and  he  tried  to  persuade  me  not  to  subpoena 
them.  The  doctor  said  1  had  better  drop  it,  and  we  would 
go  and  have  a  good  time.  I  stated  that  I  never  solicited 
any  of  the  patronage  of  the  department  lor  outside  parties. 
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I  never  went  with  Mr.  Nagle  to  Mr.  McCully,  to  get  Mr. 
Earl's  bill  passed.  I  met  the  messenger  one  time  near  Mr. 
McCully's  office.  I  never  solicited  any  one  outside  of  this 
department  to  get  the  Commissioners  to  obtain  the  furnish- 
ing of  feed  to  the  department.  I  met  Mr.  Smith  one  day, 
and  told  him  that  if  the  department  was  going  to  give  it 
out,  that  they  would  give  Earl  a  fair  chance. 

T.  M.  Earl,  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  commenced  in 
March  last  to  furnish  feed  to  the  Fire  Department ;  I  fur- 
nished feed  to  seven  companies ;  no  one  was  interested  with 
me  in  the  contract ;  all  articles  charged  in  my  bills  were 
furnished  by  me,  except  one  bale  of  straw,  the  voucher  for 
which  was  transferred  to  me  by  Mr.  Kramer;  one  order  for 
feed  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Kramer,  said  to  have  been  deliverd 
by  Mr.  Kramer,  was  sent  to  me  by  mail  in  an  official  en- 
velope ;  I  received  the  said  order  directly  after  I  had  been 
notified  by  the  department  that  I  could  furnish  feed,  and  I 
filled  the  said  order,  it  being  for  one  of  the  companies  which 
the  department  had  requested  me  to  supply;  this  I  fully 
explained  in  my  testimony  before  the  Committee,  in  May 
last,  and  it  was  understood  to  have  been  an  error  on  the 
part  of  the  clerk  in  inserting  the  name  of  Mr.  Kramer  in- 
stead of  mine.  I  never  solicited  Mr.  Addis  to  mention  my 
name  to  the  department,  and  he  was  never  in  any  way, 
directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in  my  contract. 

Sworn  before  Alderman  Neill. 

Philadelphia  County,  ss.: 

Jesse  Kramer,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  : 
During  a  part  of  the  years  of  1871  and  1872,  having  a  large 
custom  in  the  flour  and  feed  business  and  not  means  to  en- 
able me  to  keep  any  stock  on  hand,  I  arranged  with  Mr.  T. 
B.  M.  Addis,  who  was  willing  to  befriend  me  and  give  me 
credit,  to  procure  of  him,  as  I  needed  it,  stock  sufficient  to 
supply  my  trade,  and  pay  him  for  the  same  after  I  had  re- 
ceived my  payments. 

When  I  was  notified  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  that  I 
could  furnish  feed  to  a  number  of  companies,  I  mentioned 
the  matter  to  Mr.  Addis,  and  he  at  once  and  peremptorily 
refused  to  sell  me  any  feed,  straw  or  hay  to  be  sold  by  me 
to  the  Fire  Department.  I  filled  but  one  order,  and  that 
was  for  a  bale  of  straw,  which  I  bought  and  paid  for.     Not 
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having  credit  elsewhere,  I  was  obliged,  on  account  of  Mr. 
Addis'  refusal,  to  abandon  the  attempt.  I  testified  to  these 
facts  before  the  Committee  in  June  last.

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Committee  on  Fire  Departmentbe 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  resolution 
directing  an  investigation  into  the  management  of  the  Fire 
Department. 


APPENDIX    No.    327. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen  : — The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the  "Resolution  of  in- 
struction to  investigate  the  general  management  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  department,"  respectfully  report  that  we 
have  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  in  many  respects 
they  have  found  its  condition  and  management  satisfactory ; 
yet  in  many  important  particulars  they  find  it  in  their 
judgment  inadequate  to  offer*  protection  to  the  City,  and 
believe  its  management  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  has  not 
been  judicious  or  efficient. 

In  view  of  the  most  pressing  necessities,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  failed  to  establish  companies  for  which  appro- 
priations were  made,  while  their  expenditures  in  minor 
matters  have  been  excessive. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  has  no  systematic  plan  of 
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operation  ;  no  organization  by  which  its  work  is  regularly- 
done,  and  by  which  its  members  could  be  held  to  an  ac- 
countability for  their  acts,  and  the  department  is  without 
that  discipline  which  is  essential  to  its  efficiency. 

In  investigating  the  expenditures  of  the  department,  a 
number  of  witnesses  were  called  and  examined  before  your 
Committee. 

"We  were  constantly  embarrassed  in  our  efforts  to  ascer- 
tain facts  connected  with  the  expenditures,  of  the  Commis- 
sion, by  the  non-attendance  of  witnesses  who  had  been 
summoned,  and  whose  appearance  we  had  no  power  to 
compel.  From  the  evident  anxiety  upon  the  part  of  cer- 
tain parties  connected  with  the  Commission  to  prevent  a 
thorough  investigation,  your  Committee  are  reluctantly  con- 
strained to  the  belief,  that  these  parties  were  instrumental 
in  preventing  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  improperly 
influencing  some  witnesses  who  did  appear  and  testify. 

The  books  of  the  department,  which  should  be  a  complete 
record  and  exhibit  of  its  acts,  show  no  account  of  articles 
sold,  and  it  appears  by  the  testimony  of  the  secretary  who 
keeps  the  books,  that  no  accounts  have  been  kept  of  moneys 
received  from  the  sale  of  horses,  machinery,  bells,  springs, 
or  any  articles  sold  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a  number  of  horses  were 
found  to  have  been  expended  by  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion, while  the  sale  of  two  horses  in  the  year  1871,  seems 
to  have  escaped  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners,  until 
reminded  of  it  by  the  testimony  before  your  Committee  of 
the  gentlemen  who  purchased  and  paid  for  them. 

There  are  no  accounts  of  the  receipts  of  money  derived 
from  the  sale  of  these  horses,  or  of  its  expenditure. 

From  the  sale  of  manure,  by  which  a  large  sum  should 
have  been  realized  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  but 
one  hundred  dollars  is  accounted  for  in  any  way,  and  this 
was  paid  to  Mr.  Plurnly,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  who 
stated  in  his  testimony  before  the  Committee,  that  he  was 
authorized  to  collect  this  for  incidental  expenses,  and  that 
he  expended  it  "for  refreshments  for  the  Board." 

While  the  law  requires  that  these  moneys  should  have 
at  once  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  department 
is  provided  with  all  articles  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
panies, we  can  see  no  reason  to  justify  the  careless,  impru- 
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dent  and  unbusinesslike  custom  of  not  accounting  for  the 
proceeds  of  sale  except  as  absorbed  by  incidentals,  anl  re- 
gret that  in  this  respect  the  management  of  the  Board  is 
exposed  to  the  gravest  suspicion. 

Men  have  been  employed  without  any  contract  as  to 
what  they  should  receive,  and  with  no  item  of  appropria- 
tion from  which  to  pay  them.  Some  have  been  discharged 
without  a  hearing,  and  others  retained  notwithstanding  the 
grossest  incompetency  and  neglect. 

It  appears  bv  the  testimony  before  your  Committee,  that 
the  Globe  Engine  was  sold  to  the  Department  for  $2,500, 
while  the  company  received  but  $2,000  from  the  sale,  $500 
having  been  paid  to  effect  the  sale  to  the  department.  The 
hose  carriage  of  the  same  company  was  sold  to  the  depart- 
ment for  $200,  of  which  amount  the  company  received 
$150. 

It  appears  by  the  evidence,  that  after  the  proposal  was 
handed  to  the  Commissioners,  the  company  were  informed 
that  the  sale  could  not  be  elected  without  the  use  of  $550, 
and  that  the  money  was  used  for  that  purpose. 

By  whom  used,  or  to  whom  paid,  your  Committee  is  un- 
able to  learn  ;  witnesses  whom  we  believe  to  have  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts,  refused  to  appear  and  testily. 

This  money  was  corruptly  and  dishonestly  used,  and  the 
most  charitable  inference  we  can  draw  from  the  testimony 
is,  that  it  was  paid  to  some  one  in  the  confidence  of  a  mem- 
ber or  of  members  ot  the  Commission. 

The  expenditures  of  the  department  for  the  current  year 
will  exceed  those  of  1871,  when  among  the  expenses  were 
included  the  entire  cost  of  engines,  horses,  hose  carts,  hose, 
and  the  whole  outfit  of  the  department,  and  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  the  department  is  costing  the  City  annually, 
many  thousand  dollars  more  than  it  should. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  necessity  for  the  establish- 
ment of  new  companies,  moneys  appropriated  for  that  pur- 
pose have  been  used  for  other  purposes. 

The  present  condition  of  the  department,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee,  is  to  a  large  extent  attributable  to  de- 
fects of  the  system  upon  which  it  is  conducted  ;  commis- 
sions always  being  the  fruitful  source  of  abuse  and  neg- 
lect, 

Some  members  of  the  Commission  have  labored  honestly 
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and  faithfully  for  the  welfare  of  the  department  and  the 
City,  and  it  would  be  unjust  to  hold  them  all  responsible 
for  the  mismanagement  referred  to.

Gentlemen  : — The  plan  for  a  "  proposed  new  bridge  at 
Girard  avenue,"  which  I  submit  to  you  for  your  considera- 
tion, is  that  of  a  stone  bridge  one  hundred  feet  wide  and 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  feet  long.  The  waterway  is  spanned 
by  six  elliptical  arches,  each  eighty-five  span  and  twenty-one 
feet  rise,  with  a  thickness  of  ringstone  at  the  crown  of  three 
and  twenty -five  hundredths  feet.  These  arches  spring  from 
five  granite  piers,  each  ten  feet  thick,  placed  in  the  river, 
and  from  two  shore  abutments,  each  twenty-five  feet  thick. 

Besides  the  six  river  arches  there  are,  adjoining  the  main 
abutments  on  both  sides  and  forming  a  part  of  them,  two 
semicircular  arches,  each  fort}'-  feet  in  span,  to  accommo- 
date the  river  drives  of  the  Park.  All  the  arches  to  be  of 
hard  brick,  laid  in  cement,  with  granite  ringstones.  The 
ringstone  to  be  "  rock  face,"  but  showing  a  draft  of  one  and 
a  quarter  inches  at  joint. 

The  masonry  oi  main  abutments  below  the  springing  line  of 
the  arches  to  be  granite,  regular  range  work,  "  rock  face," 
but  showing  a  square  clean  cut  draft  of  three-quarters  of 
an  inch  at  joint.  In  the  river  piers  and  the  pilasters  over 
them  and  the  main  abutments,  the  masonry  is  also  to  be 
granite,  regular  range  work  and  "rock  face,"  but  showing 
no  draft,  the  lace  angles  being  bevelled  and  smooth  cut,  as 
shown  on  drawings.  All  abutment  and  pier  built  courses 
are  to  be  smooth  cut  on  face. 

26 
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The  spandrills  of  all  arches  are  to  be  of  sandstone,  and, 
of  irregular  range  squared  work  ;  all  joints  carefully  pointed 
with  white  cement,  as,  in  fact,  is  all  the  work.  The  span- 
drill  stone  to  be  rock  face.  The  retaining  walls  are  to  be 
of  sandstone,  rock  face  and  irregular  range  work.  When  not 
hidden  by  the  slope  of  bank  under  the  embankment,  it  is  to 
be  of  the  character  of  strongly  bonded,  well  laid  foundation 
work. 

The  foundations  of  the  river  piers  are  to  be  lowered  into 
place  by  means  of  suspended  platforms,  after  the  bottom 
has  been  dredged  and  properly  prepared  for  their  reception 
with  concrete. 

The  upper  coping  of  the  bridge  is  to  be  of  granite, 
twelve  inches  thick  and  two  and  a  half  feet  wide,  smooth 
cut,  and  bevelled  outwardly  from  line  of  railing.  The 
under  or  second  line  of  coping  is  to  be  of  the  same  thick- 
ness as  the  upper,  but  of  the  same  stone  as  may  be  used  In 
the  spanclrill  and  "rock  face." 

The  footwalks  are  twelve  feet  wide,  laid  with  flagging- 
three  inches  thick,  and  have  a  granite  curb  six  inches 
thick.  The  roadway  to  be  laid  with  granite  blocks,  in  the 
most  complete  manner,  and  to  be  seventy-six  feet  wide.  I 
propose  that  the  pedestals  and  balustrade  shall  be  either  of 
iron  or  of  the  "Freer,"  or  artificial  stone,  if  the  latter,  after 
proper  experiments,  be  deemed  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
The  bridge  is  to  be  provided  with  iron  pipes  for  drainage 
purposes,  with  lamps  and  gas  piping. 

The  bridge  now  standing  can  be  kept  open  to  the  public 
in  the  following  manner  :  The  truss  of  the  present  bridge 
being-  only  about  twenty-eight  feet  wide,  and  the  width  of 
the  proposed  bridge  being  one  hundred  feet,  the  two  face 
sections  of  the  new  bridge  can  be  built  at  least  for  thirty 
feet  wide  on  each  side  of  the  old  truss,  and,  when  these 
sections  are  keyed  in,  the  travel  can  be  transferred  to  a 
temporary  roadway,  resting  upon  either  of  these  sections, 
while  the  old  bridge  is  being  removed  and  the  central  sec- 
tion finished. 

I  estimate  that  a  bridge  such  as  I  describe,  can  be  built 
at  Girard  avenue  for  the  sum  of  one  million  four  hundred 
and  thirty  thousand  dollars.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request  to  furnish  you 
with  a  report  of  the  examination  made  by  me  of  the  various 
steam  fire  engines  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following  statement  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

On  account  of  the  many  minute  but  important  details 
that  must  necessarily  be  observed  in  order  to  obtain  a  cor- 
rect opinion  of  the  capacity  and  condition  of  the  different 
engines;  the  limited  time  devoted  to  their  examination, 
and  the  unfavorable  circumstances  under  which  some  of 
the  engines  were  examined,  you  will  fully  understand  the 
disadvantages  labored  under  in  making  a  faithful  report  of 
their  condition.  But,  making  all  due  and  reasonable 
allowance  for  such  disadvantages,  I  have  endeavored  to 
state  my  opinion  of  their  efficiency  impartially,  and  with 
justice  both  to  the  commission  and  to  the  companies. 

In  order  to  assign  each  engine  to  its  proper  and  legiti- 
mate place  in  the  scale  of  efficiency,  it  has  been  examined 
with  reference  to  the  following  important  particulars,  viz. : 
engine,  boiler,  pumps,  springs,  wheels,  axle-trees,  general 
construction  and  latitude  for  repairs,  together  with  the 
readiness  and  despatch  with  which  connection  can  be  made 
between  the  engine  and  the  plug. 

With  this  idea  in  view,  it  would  seem  best  to  arrange 
them  in  three  classes,  first,  second,  and  third,  according  to 
their  apparent  condition,  and  to  state,  in  connection  with 
this  arrangement,  as  far  as  possible,  the  parts  which  are 
considered  defective. 

A  noticeable  difference  was  observed  in  the  time  required 
to  generate  steam  in  boilers  of  the  same  class.     This  can 
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only  be  accounted  for  by  the  expertness  of  the  engineer, 
the  quality  of  the  fuel,  or  the  extra  combustibles  used.  In 
some  cases  all  three  combined  to  produce  this  difference. 

It  is  very  evident,  then,  that  too  much  importance  can- 
not, with  justice,  be  placed  upon  the  time  of  generating 
steam,  inasmuch  as  all  the  engines  were  not  tried  under 
similar  circumstances. 

Another,  and  a  very  important  difference  observed,  is 
the  unreliability  of  the  pressure  gauges  upon  the  different 
en  ci  nes. 

With  regard  to  the  boilers.  Those  having  composition 
flues  in  them,  generate  steam  much  more  rapidly  than 
others,  and  are  therefore  tetter  generators. 

In  the  selection  of  engines  for  the  department,  I  would 
most  respectfully  suggest  that  the  preference  be  given  to 
the  larger  engines,  as  they  are  the  most  efficient,  handling 
double  the  amount  of  water  of  the  others,  and  they  can  be 
•  run  at  a  cost  but  very  little  in  advance  of  that  of  the  smaller 
engines. 

I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that  each  company  in 
the  rural  districts  be  furnished  with  a  large  and  a  small 
engine  ;  the  large  one  to  be  used  on  the  paved  or  macada- 
mized roads,  and  the  smaller  one  for  long  runs  on  common 
country  roads.  By  this  arrangement  the  suburban  sections 
of  the  City  will  never  be  left  without  an  engine,  in  case  of 
an  accident. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  it  would  be  advisable  to  have 
one  or  two  spare  engines  in  the  City  proper. 

Condemned  Steam  Fire  Engines  litilt  by  Mr.  Chapman,  of 
Philadelphia. 

These  engines  have  a  vertical  steam  cylinder,  driving  a 
crank  shaft,  which  drives  two  horizontal  pumps  at  right 
angles.  This  arrangement  for  working  pumps  at  great 
speed,  under  high  hydraulic  pressure,  has  never  given  even 
reasonable  satisfaction,  and  I  cannot  recommend  this  style 
of  engine  as  worthy  of  consideration. 

At  the  present  day,  the  intervention  of  revolving  sur- 
faces, through  which  heavy  preasure  has  to  be  transmitted, 
is  not  admissible  in  a  steam  fire  engine,  as  it  is  evident  that 
not  only  all  the  friction  caused  by  such  surfaces  is  an  abso- 
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lute  loss  of  power,  but  the  engine  is  made  unnecessarily 
complicated  by  the  addition  of  such  parts. 

In  my  opinion  the  Humane  Engine  is  the  best  of  this 
style  of  steam  engine,  but  the  mechanical  construction  of 
this,  and  the  rest  of  the  same  style,  is  so  glaringly  defective, 
that  they  are  not  entitled  to  consideration. 

The  engines  referred  to  above,  manufactured  by  Mr. 
Chapman,  are  as  follows:  Franklin  Engine,  Humane  En- 
gine, Globe  Engine,  Assistance  Engine,  Fellowship  Engine, 
Kensington  Engine,  and  Independence  Engine. 

Condemned  Steam  Fire  Engines  constructed  by  Johnson, 

Maine. 

This  is  a  new  style  of  engine,  and  is  of  very  doubtful 
mechanical  construction. 

United  States  Engine.  No.  331  N.  Fourth  street.  The 
pump  and  steam  cylinder  of  this  engine  are  horizontal.  Its 
mechanical  construction  is  such  as  to  cause,  in  my  opinion, 
serious  doubts  as  to  its  efficiency  and  durability. 

Vigilant  Engine,  Eace  street,  below  Third.  This  is  a 
small  engine,  with  vertical  cylinder  and  pump.  The  con- 
struction of  this,  like  the  former,  is  doubtful  as  to  durability 
and  efficiency. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  built  by  Messrs.  Lee  &  Lamed,  of  New 

York. 

Southwark  Hose,  Third  street  below  Lombard.  This  is 
a  horizontal,  reciprocating  engine,  with  a  rotary  pump,  built 
in  1860.  The  springs  of  this  engine  are  not  of  the  first- 
class.  The  back  wheels  are  good,  but  the  front  ones  are 
nearly  worn  out.  The  boiler  is  new  and  generates  steam 
remarkably  well.  The  engine  worked  very  well  at  the 
plug.  There  are  grave  doubts  in  my  mind,  however,  as  to 
the  utility  of  a  rotary  pump  fur  a  steam  fire  engine.  These 
doubts  cannot  be  removed  without  a  more  critical  examina- 
tion than  could  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  trial. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  constructed  by  the  AmosJteag  Co. 

The  boilers  of  some  of  the  steam  engines  manufactured 
by  this  company,  are  constructed  with  round  and  others 
with  square  fire-boxes. 
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Of  these  the  latter  are  the  most  desirable,  on  account  of 
the  advantage  they  possess  over  the  round  fire-box,  for  the 
better  arrangement  of  the  fuel,  so  as  to  allow  the  draught 
to  pass  through  more  readily. 

The  square  fire-box  not  only  enables  the  engineer  to  gen- 
erate steam  in  less  time,  but  it  possesses  the  advantage  of  a 
larger  amount  of  grate  surface. 

The  objection  to  these  boilers  is  the  large  number  of  tap 
bolts  used  in  the  construction  of  the  steam  room,  all  of 
which  it  is  necessary  to  remove  for  the  purpose  of  putting 
in  new  tubes,  or  to  tighten  the  upper  end  of  the  old  ones, 
which  are  liable  to  become  loose  and  leak. 

I  would  state,  in  my  opinion,  as  the  safest,  most  com- 
plete, and,  therefore,  the  best  way  of  detecting  any  defect 
or  weakness  in  the  boilers  of  engines  selected  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  the  one  which  I  would  respectfully  suggest  is, 
that  they  be  tested  by  hydraulic  pressure,  in  conformity 
with  the  city  Ordinance  respecting  stationary  steam  boilers. 

The  Amoskeag  engines  are  of  three  styles,  viz. : 

First.  The  double  cylinder  engines. 

Second.  The  U  shaped  tank,  single  cylinder. 

Third.  The  harp. 

Of  the  first  or  double  cylinder  engines,  there  have  been 
examined  the  following: 

Fame  Hose,  Twentieth  street,  below  Pine.  This  is  a  first- 
class  engine  and  in  the  best  order.  Has  copper  tubes,  and 
the  only  defect  in  the  construction  is  the  round  fire-box  and 
front  spring. 

The  engineer,  Mr.  Cooper,  displayed   great  taste 

and  skill  in  keeping  it  in  repair,  and  in  giving  a  most  ex- 
quisite finish  to  the  various  parts  of  the  engine.  He  also 
seems  to  be  well  versed  in  regard  to  getting  up  steam  in 
good  time.  The  front  wheels  of  this  engine  are  not  in  good 
order. 

Weccacoe  Engine,  No.  117-19  Queen  street.  This  is  a 
first-class  engine,  with  the  exception  of  the  shape  of  the 
fire-box.  Has  platform  springs  and  running  gears  of  the 
highest  order,  and  is  in  excellent  condition.  Steams  and 
squirts  well,  and  is  the  best  engine  of  this  style  in  the  city. 

Hope  Engine,  Sixth  street,  below  Fitzwater,  is  a  first- 
class  engine,  with  a  square  fire-box.  It  is  not  quite  so 
large  as  some  of  the  double  cylinder  and  pump  engines  of 
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this  class.  The  springs  are  of  the  best  kind.  The  engine 
steams  and  squirts  well,  and  is  in  excellent  order.  The 
engineer,  Mr.  John  Walmsley,  deserves  great  credit  for 
putting  platform  springs  under  the  engine. 

Western  Hose,  No.  1530  Callowhill  street.  This  is  a 
double  cylinder  engine  of  the  first-class,  with  a  square  fire- 
box and  good  wheels.  The  springs  are  not  of  the  first 
order.  Steams  very  well,  but  had  no  opportunity  of  seeing 
the  operation  of  the  pumps,  in  consequence  of  the  fire-plug 
being  out  of  order,  or  frozen. 

Diligent  Engine,  Tenth  street,  above  Market.  This  is  a 
first-class  engine  in  every  particular,  excepting  the  springs. 
The  engine  is  in  very  good  order,  and  steams  and  squirts 
well. 

Northern  Liberty  Engine,  No.  532  N.  Front  street.  A 
first-class  engine,  at  present  undergoing  repairs  to  the 
boiler. 

Harmony  Engine,  Broad  and  Fitzwater  streets.  This  is  a 
first-class  engine,  in  good  order.  The  springs  and  fire-box 
not  of  the  best  kind.  It  steams  and  squirts  well,  and  is  in 
excellent  condition. 

Spring  Garden  Engine,  No.  1903  Callowhill  street.  A 
first-class  double  engine.  Fire-box  and  springs  not  of  the 
first  order.  It  is  in  good  condition,  and  steams  and  squirts 
well. 

Note  — Northern  Liberty  Engine,  No.  532  N.  Front  street, 
referred  to  on  the  preceding  page  as  undergoing  repairs, 
lias  since  been  examined.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  class 
of  engines,  and  has  a  new  set  of  one  and  a  quarter  inch 
tubes.  The  back  springs  are  of  the  very  best  kind,  but  it 
has  only  a  single  long  spring  in  front.  The  boiler  gene- 
rated enough  steam  in  seven  minutes  to  start  the  engine, 
but  the  steam  pressure  gauge  was  so  much  out  of  repair 
that  it  could  not  be  relied  upon.  The  wheels  are  in  very 
bad  order,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  engine  is  not 
good. 

Of  the  second  style,  the  following  have  been  examined  : — 
Southwark  Engine,  Third  street,  above  Washington  avenue. 
This  engine  was  tried  at  the  plug,  at  Merrick's  shop.  It  is 
small  and  in  very  bad  condition.     Not  desirable. 

Shiffier    Hose,  Moyamensing  avenue,   below   Dickerson 
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street.  This  is  a  second  class  engine,  in  very  fair  condition. 
The  springs  and  fire  box  are  not  of  the  best  kind.  The 
wheels  are  not  very  good. 

Eeliance  Engine,  Eleventh  and  Anita  streets.  This  is 
one  of  the  newest  of  this  class  of  engines.  The  fire  box 
and  springs  are  not  of  the  first  order.  The  engine  is  in 
excellent  condition,  and  is  the  best  of  this  class.  The  en- 
gineer, Mr.  Thomas  J.  llickey,  is  known  to  me  as  a  good, 
capable  man. 

Hand-in-lland  Engine,  No.  909  North  Ninth  street.  This 
is  a  single  acting  engine,  with  round  fire  box  and  volute 
springs.     In  my  judgment  not  desirable. 

Of  the  third,  or  harp  style,  the  following  were  visited 
and  examined  : — Spring  Garden  Ilose,  Ridge  avenue,  below 
Jefferson  street.  This  is  a  small,  single  acting  engine  and 
pump,  has  a  round  fire  box,  and  the  springs  are  not  of  the 
first  order.  The  engine  is  run  by  band,  is  in  fair  condition, 
and  works  and  squiris  well. 

Franklin  Engine,  Germantown.  This  is  the  best  engine 
of  her  class,  and  is  in  charge  of  an  excellent  engineer.  The 
springs  and  fire  box,  however,  are  not  of  the  best  kind. 

Washington  Engine,  Frankford.  This  is  a  third  class 
eugine,  in  very  fair  condition  ;  the  fire  box  and  springs  are 
not  of  the  first  class.  The  engine  was  handled  very  badly 
at  the  trial  by  the  engineer. 

Monroe  Engine,  Hestonville,  is  a  third  class  engine,  in 
excellent  condition  ;  springs  and  fire  box  are  not  of  the  best 
kind.  Has  a  new  set  of  composition  tubes  and  good 
wheels. 

Columbia  Engine,  Thirty-fourth  and  Market  streets.  This 
engine  is  in  good  order.  What  was  said  above  of  the 
Monroe  Engine  will  apply  with  equal  force  to  this  one, 
both  as  to  tubes  and  wheels. 

Stexim  Fire  Engines  built  by  Messrs.  Poole  &  Hunt,  of  Balti- 
more. 

Washington  Engine,  No.  1035  Lombard  street.  In  the 
construction  of  this  engine  there  was  no  attempt  made  to 
produce  a  machine  of  extravagant  finish.  It  is  a  good 
second  class  engine,    in  excellent  order,  and  steams  and 
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squirts  remarkably  well  for  its  calibre.  The  pump  of  this 
engine  merits  examination  and  attention.  The  water 
passes  directly  through  it  without  being  drawn  in  and 
forced  out  as  in  the  pumps  of  most  engines.  It  is  also  very 
efficient  in  lifting  water  as  well  as  forcing.  The  valves 
consist  of  a  simple  rubber  disk,  falling  upon  a  grated  sur- 
face. Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  these  valves  and 
the  facility  with  which  they  can  be  examined  and  repaired. 
This  engine  has  been  in  service  eleven  or  twelve  years,  and 
I  have  every  reason  to  believe  the  cost  of  keeping  it  in  re- 
pair to  be  much  less  than  any  other  of  its  age  in  the  city. 
The  engineer,  Mr.  Wm.  Irwin,  has  had  sole  charge  of  it 
since  its  construction,  and  having  known  him  personally 
for  twelve  years,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to 
his  ability  as  a  steam  fire  engine  engineer. 

This  engine  has  two  sets  of  wheels,  one  new  and  the  other 
in  very  fair  order. 

Skam  Fire  Engines  constructed  by  Messrs.  Reaney,  Neafie  & 
Co.,  of  Philadelphia. 

Delaware  Engine,  No.  1937  South  street.  This  is  a  first- 
class  engine  in  every  particular.  Is  in  first-rate  order ; 
steams  and  squirts  well,  and  the  boiler,  engine,  springs,  and 
wheels  are  very  good. 

America  Engine,  Buttonwood  street,  below  Third.  This 
is  a  good  second  class  engine.  Generated  15  pounds  of 
steam  in  11  minutes,  and  120  revolutions,  with  40  pounds 
pressure,  gave  100  pounds  on  the  hose. 

Mechanic  Engine,  jSTo.  1411  Brown  street.  This  is  a 
good  second  class  engine  in  every  particular.  It  is  in  first- 
rate  order,  and  deserving  of  consideration.  This  engine 
was  rated  third  class,  but  having  since  been  rebuilt,  it  is 
fully  entitled  to  the  position  I  have  given  it  (second  class). 

Hope  Hose,  Nos.  214  and  216  Pine  street.  This  is 
a  third  class  engine  as  to  size.  It  generated  steam  rather 
slowly,  but  worked  very  well  at  the  plug.  The  engine  is 
in  moderately  good  order. 

West  Philadelphia  Hose,  Thirty  seventh  and  Ludlow 
streets.  This  engine  is  not  in  very  good  order.  The  trial 
was  very  unsatisfactory,  on  account  of  the  company  having 
insufficient  fuel  for  the  test.    There  can  be  but  little  doubt,

however,  of  its  having  rendered  valuable  service  in  its 
time. 

Good-Will  Hose,  Wood  street,  east  of  Twenty-third. 
Built  in  1859.  This  is  a  good  third  class  engine,  in  excel- 
lent order,  and  worthy  of  consideration,  notwithstanding 
the  number  of  years  it  has  been  in  use.  The  wheels  of 
this  engine  are  not  in  very  good  order. 

Steam  Fire  Engine  built  by  J.  P.  Morris  &  Co.,  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

#Good  Will  Engine,  Eace  street  below  Broad.  This  a 
first-class  engine,  designed  by  It  is  in 

good  order,  with  exception  of  the  wheels  now  on  the 
engine ;  the  company  have  a  new  set,  however,  in  the 
house.  The  fire-box  is  round,  and  the  design  of  the  engine 
and  pumps  is  not  such  as  will  enable  it  to  be  repaired  with 
ease.     It  steams  and  squirts  very  well. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  constnicted  by  Messrs.  Guchet  &  Free- 
man, of  Boston. 

Besolution  Hose,  No.  1906  Germantown  avenue.  Was 
built  in  1869.  Has  double  engines  and  pumps,  and  is  of  the 
first-class,  although  the  capacity  of  the  cylinders  and  pumps 
would  scarcely  entitle  it  to  be  so  classed.  The  springs 
supporting  the  front  of  the  engine,  are  not  of  the  platform 
style,  which  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  best  for  that  part 
of  the  engine,  and  the  fire-box  is  round.  It  is  in  excel- 
lent good  order  at  the  present  time,  and  steams  and  squirts 
remarkably  well  for  its  size.  The  most  attractive  feature 
of  this  engine,  is  the  fluted  metallic  casing  around  the 
boiler,  smoke  stack  and  driver's  seat,  and  is  recommended 
to  consideration. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  constructed  by  Messrs.  Neafie  &  Levy,  of 
Philadelphia. 

Ilibernia  Engine,  Evelina  below  Third  street.  This  is  a 
good  engine,  and  one  of  the  largest  class.  The  engine  and 
boik-r  are  in  good  -order,  and  it  steams  and  squirts  well. 
This  style  of  engine  appears  to  connect  with  the  plug  with 
the  least  difficulty  and  the  greatest  dispatch. 
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William  Perm  Hose,  No.  1129  Frankford  road.  To  call 
this  anything  but  a  first-class  engine  would  be  unjust.  It 
is  in  very  good  order,  generating  fifteen  (15)  pounds  of 
steam  in  ten  (10)  minutes,  and  with  forty  (40)  pounds  pres- 
sure and  83  revolutions,  gave  a  pressure  of  115  pounds  on 
the  hose. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  constructed   by  John  Agneio,    Esq.,  of 
Philadelphia. 

Fairmount  Engine,  .Ridge  avenue  above  Yine  street. 
This  is  a  first-class  engine,  although  its  fire-box  should  have 
been  square,  instead  of  round,  and  the  steam  and  water 
cylinders  should  have  been  constructed  larger.  I  would 
recommend  it  to  favorable  consideration. 

Philadelphia  Engine,  No.  116  South  Seventeenth  street. 
Built  by  Jno  Agnew,  Esq.,  and  is  a  good  first-class  engine 
as  to  workmanship  and  design,  but  the  dimensions  are 
rather  small  to  entitle  it  to  this  position.  The  running 
gears  are  in  good  order. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  built  by  3Iessrs.  Hunsworth  &  Naylor, 
of  Philadelphia. 

Independence  Hose,  Canal  and  George  streets.  This  is 
a  good  second-class  engine,  though  not  above  mediocrity 
either  in  design  or  finish.  The  engine  and  boiler  are  in 
tolerably  good  condition. 

Steam  Fire  Engines  designed  by  Jos.  L.  Parry,  Esq.,  and 
built  by  Jas.   W.  Landell  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia. 

Good  Intent  Engine,  Allen  street  below  Frankford  road. 
For  utility  and  elegance  of  design,  in  combination  with  the 
greatest  latitude  for  repairs  to  the  engine  and  boiler,  your 
attention  is  directed  to  this  engine  as  the  finest.  The  boiler, 
engine,  springs,  axle-trees  and  wheels  are  in  the  best  order, 
and  it  is  richly  entitled  to  consideration,  as  a  first-class 
engine,  although  the  dimensions  of  the  pumps  are  a  little 
below  first-class. 

Northern  Liberty  Hose,  No.  714  New  Market  street. 
Designed  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Parry,  and  built  by  Jas.  W.  Landell 
&  Co.,  of  Philadelphia.     This  is  a  first-class  engine  in  every 
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particular,  but  not  quite  equal  to  the  first  mentioned 
(Good  Intent  Engine).  It  may  possibly  be  necessary  to 
place  a  new  pump  upon  this  engine  to  make  it  fully  the 
equal  of  the  above  engine  ;  but  this  fact  could  not  be  ascer- 
tained without  a  more  critical  examination  than  was  made 
at  the  time  of  the  trial.  . 

Manayunk  Engine,  Main  street,  Manayunk.  Ibis  engine 
is  the  fac-simile  of  the  Good  Intent  Engine  in  every  par- 
ticular, respecting  the  dimensions  and  construction  of  the 
boiler,  engine,  pumps,  springs,  running  gears,  etc.,  all  ot 
which  are  of  the  highest  order.  At  the  trial,  this  engine 
generated  sufficient  steam  to  start  the  engine  in  seven 
minutes,  and  in  ten  minutes  the  gauge  indicated  fifteen 
pounds.  In  addition,  it  has  the  credit  of  raising  water  six- 
teen (16)  feet,  and  forcing  it  through  2,700  feet  of  hose. 
Attention  is  directed  to  this  engine  as  among  the  best  in 
the  City,  when  the  whole  construction  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration. _ 

The  plug  pressure  at  Manayunk  was  found  to   be  lio

Gentlemen  : — The  Keystone  Bridge  Company  respect- 
fully request  that  permission  be  granted  them  to  modify 
their  plans  submitted  for  the  Girard  Avenue  Bridge,  so  far 
as  to  introduce  stone  pavement  instead  of  wood,  and  increase 
the  strength  of  the  parts,  to  support  the  increased  weight  of 
pavement,  with  such  other  change  in  clear  opening  as  may 
be  desired,  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners, or  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  and  beg  that 
the  revised  proposal  for  the  bridge  may  be  received  and 
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considered  in  competition  with  other  proposals  under  con- 
sideration. 

The  Keystone  Bridge  Company  hereby  propose  to  con- 
struct the  bridge  in  three  or  four  spans,  as  shown  in  our 
designs  and  specifications,  submitted  December  11th,  1872, 
modifying  the  strength  or  number  of  trusses,  to  support 
the  additional  weight  of  stone  roadway  and  slate  pavement, 
as  follows : 

Stone  roadway,  sixty-five  feet  in  width,  supported  on  iron 
buckle  plates. 

Sidewalks,  seventeen  and  half  feet  in  width,  laid  with 
slate,  and  ornamented  with  incaustic  tile  borders. 

Railing  between  sidewalks  and  roadway,  ornamented  iron 
railing  or  balustrade  on  sidewalks,  enriched  with  appropri- 
ate designs,  tablets,  &c,  with  moulded  and  panelled  pedes- 
tals over  piers,  and  at  the  centre  of  each  span,  supporting 
ornamental  lamp  stands  and  globe  lamps. 

Smaller  pedestals,  or  posts,  in  the  railing  over  each  panel 
posts  of  the  bridge. 

Bridge  proportioned  to  carry  in  addition  to  entire  weight 
of  structure  and  pavements,  a  distributed  load  of  one  hun- 
dred pounds  per  square  foot  of  surface,  the  resulting  strains 
on  any  part  of  the  trusses  not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of  the 
ultimate  strength.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Police,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Messrs.  Mellor  &  Rittenhouse,  for  per- 
mission to  continue  certain  frame  shedding  on  their  premises, 
No.  218  North  Twenty-second  street,  which  had  been  or- 
dered to  be  taken  down  by  the  Building  Inspectors,  and 
which  had  been  erected  for  more  than  twelve  years  con- 
trary to  law,  and  now,  after  a  lapse  of  that  time,  the  authori- 
ties have  ordered  them  taken  down  as  dangerous,  these  par- 
ties ask  their  continuance.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  they  ought  not  to  interfere  in  this  matter,  they  there- 
fore report  the  same  back  with  a  negative  recommendation, 
and  ask  the  passage  of  the  annexed  resolution.

lowing report :  That  the  undersigned  met  in  committee  and 
heard  the  proofs  and  statements  of  the  claimant.  That  they 
afterward  visited  the  premises  and  viewed  the  buildings 
and  the  ruins  made,  and  that  they  then  suggested  to  the 
claimant  that  he  should  go  on  and  make  the  repairs  that 
were  needed  and  reasonable,  and  submit  the  bills  thereafter 
to  your  Committee.
